Meeting and Election duly published and posted as directed, 
the voters met at the Elizabeth Theatre Tuesday, Feb. 11th 
at 9:00 o’clock A. M. to act upon the articles contained there-

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REPORT OF THE SPECIAL TOWN MEEING 
HELD SEPTEMBER 3, 1941. 


In accordance with the Warrant for the Special Town 
Meeting duly published and posted as directed, the Town 
Meeting Members met at the Henry W. Hall School Auditor- 
ium Wednesday, September 3d, 1941 at 8 o’clock P. M. to act 
upon the articles contained therein :— 


The tellers appointed and sworn to office were:—

whose place was later in the evening taken by Chester H. 
Lawrence. 


Elizabeth Wells was sworn as stenographer for the dura- 
tion of the meeting. 


At 8:10 o’clock the meeting was called to order by the 
Moderator Milford R. Lawrence, a count of the Town Meet- 
ing Members was taken and 127 declared present, the unmber 
necessary to constitute a quorum at this meeting being 109. 


Art. 1. To see if the Town, for the purpose of protection 
of the water supply, will vote to acquire by purchase or other- 
wise the following property bordering on Long Pond or ad- 
joining land of the Town on Long Pond or Long Pond Swamp 
and appropriate a sum of money for said purpose, including 
the necessary expense incidental thereto, said sum to be ap- 
propriated from Water Surplus or Water Revenue, viz:— 


A certain parcel of land owned by Sidney W. Lawrence 
and located on the Easterly side of Long Pond between Gifford 
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Street and said pond, the estimated cost being $1,560; or act 
or do anything else in this matter.

Building construction in Falmouth during the year 1941 
shows a large increase in the reported value over the previous 
ten years.

Town Survey Committee 
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Report of Airport Investigation Committee 


To the Voters of the Town of Falmouth: 


At the 1941 Annual Town Meeting it was voted, that a 
committee of five, consisting of one member of the Board of 
Selectmen, to be elected by the Board, Herbert E. Hunziker, 
Dr. Lewis C. Weeks, Milton C. Fish and Allan C. Williams, be 
appointed to investigate the advisability of the Town acquir- 
ing the use of a parcel or parcels of land by lease, purchase, 
or taking by eminent domain, for the use of an aviation field 
and that the sum of Three Hundred Dollars ($300.00) be 
raised and appropriated for the use of said committee. 


On February 18th, 1941 the above committee, with 
Charles R. Stowers representing the Board of Selectmen, met 
and organized. Mr. Stowers acted as Chairman. Upon motion 
of Dr. Weeks, Mr. Hunziker was elected permanent chairman 
and Mr. Williams, secretary. 


The committee met several times, as need required, and 
mapped out a program which resulted in engineers from the 
Massachusetts Aeronautics Commission coming to Falmouth 
and making casual surveys of three different parcels of land 
and a detailed survey of a fourth. All of these parcels had 
been flown over by Mr. Crocker Snow, Director of Massachu- 
setts Aeronautics Commission. 


On September 2nd a final plan and report was received 
from the engineers covering the cost of construction of an 
airport on the parcel of land in Teaticket, bounded by Sand- 
wich and Brick Kiln Roads on West and South respectively.

After the committee has discussed the report, the chair- 
man and secretary had a conference with Mr. John Lasell, the 
new Director of Massachusetts Aeronautics Commission, to see 
what assurance the Government might give of aid. 

No such assurance being forthcoming from Government, 
the committee at a meeting held on December 29th, passed 
a motion; that it reeommend to the town that the committee 
be dissolved, unspent balance of the $300.00 revert to the town 
and an adverse report be made as to the advisability of the 
town establishing an airport at this time. 

It is the understanding of this committee that a lease is 
being negotiated for the present airport at Hatchville, and 
that this field will probably be continued as an airport. 

In view of this fact and because of present war condi- 
tions in the country, the committee feels it would be very un- 
wise for the Town to undertake any such project without 
definite assurance from the Government that aid would be 
received. The committee realizes the value of an airport and 
the probable necessity in the future for one, but do not feel 
that the present is the time to go into debt.

Sixty-one milk and cream samples have been tested as to 
the State Requirements and every sample was found to be 
above the legal standard which is for Total Solids 12%, Fat 
3.35, for ungraded or light cream—not less than 16%, med- 
ium 25%, extra heavy 38%. The report of all tests are on file 
in the Health Department and may be seen by anyone wish- 
ing to do so. 


The carcasses of 111 pigs and 2 cows have been inspected 
at the time of slaughter. The law requires that all animals 
that are slaughtered and are to be sold for food must, if ap- 
proved, be stamped by the Animal Inspector at the time of 
slaughter. 


There were 314 cows, 47 young and 9 bulls tested for 
tuberculosis in August. Total herd 152. All cattle were found 
to be free from the disease. Beside the tuberculin test, all 
eattle barns and dairies have had their general inspection. 


Fourteen samples of water have been taken and tested 
for purity. 


One diphtheria culture and 2 dysentery cultures were 
sent to the state laboratory for analysis and found to be nega- 
tive.

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During the summer 24 permits were granted to clean cess- 
pools when an emergency existed before the hour of 9 P. M. 


All complaints received throughout the year have been 
investigated and officially acted upon. All restaurants, stores, 
hotels and surroundings have been inspected and changes 
made when recommended. Attention is again called to the dis- 
tribution of refuse along the borders of our highways. We 
wish that all residents of the town would use their influence 
and co-operate with the town departments in trying to stop 
this nuisance and keep our roadsides clean. 


The annual diphtheria immunization clinics were held 
on October 15, November 5 and November 26. This was done 
under the direction of the Health Department, School De- 
partment and Nursing Association. 103 pre-school children 
and 12 school children were immunized making a total of 115 
this year. This makes a total of 2041 children that have been 
immunized since 1923 in the clinics; many more have been 
immunized by their family physician. 


There has been no epidemic this year of any contagious 
disease. Although the influx of people from all over the coun- 
try, from rural as well as metropolitan areas has come with 
the establishment of Camp Edwards, the Health Department 
hopes to be able to take care of any emergency that might 
arise. We wish to co-operate in every way with the Medical 
Units at Camp Edwards and assist all public health officials 
in the surveys that are being made. 


At all times we have on hand a supply of Wasserman 
tubes, all culture tubes, vaccines and serums which are given 
to physicians on request. 


There has been a total of 34 dog bites during the year. 
Every dog has been examined and quarantined for a period 
of fourteen days, according to law. 


It is well to repeat an article taken from the bulletin of 
the State Department of Health which is of utmost import- 
ance: 
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“Every person bitten by a dog is a potential case of rabies. 
We can be certain that there is no possible danger of rabies 
if the biting animal is known to be alive and well 14 days af- 
ter the biting occurred. For this reason it is necessary that 
all dogs known to have bitten persons shall be quarantined 
for a period of fourteen days for observation. It is incumbent 
on all persons, including physicians and dog officers to report 
cases of dog bite to the local board of health so that the ani- 
mal inspector can issue his quarantine order. At times the 
dog officer has failed to ask pertinent questions of the person 
who has brought the dog to him for disposal. There have been 
persons, who, ignorant of the seriousness of the situation, 
have wilfully withheld essential information concerning their 
dogs. The dog officer should insist that all persons bringing 
animals to him for disposal, should sign a statement that to 
his best knowledge and belief the animal has not bitten any 
person in the past fourteen days. If such an animal has been 
killed within the fourteen days the head of such animal should 
be sent for examination to the Wasserman Laboratory in 
Boston.” 


Special attention is called to the Trailer Regulations 
which are as follows: 


Town of Falmouth 
Board of Health 


Regulations Applicable to Land Used For Trailer 
Camps and Parking of Inhabited Trailers 


1. No land, in the Town of Falmouth, whether privately 
owned or devoted to any public use, shall be used for trailer 
camps or overnight parking of inhabited trailers or for camp- 
ing in conjunction with trailers unless the owner or lessee 
thereof has first obtained a permit from the Board of Health. 


2. Before any land shall be used for a trailer camp or 
overnight parking of inhabited trailers or for camping as 
aforesaid such land shall first be adequately and sufficiently 
equipped with the following:— 
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(a) An incinerator or incinerators sufficient to take care 
of all waste material which can and may properly be burned. 

(b) An adequate method or methods of sewage disposal 
of a type approved by the Board of Health or its agent. 

(c) All land so used shall be adequately and properly 
cleared or cleaned, and shall at all times be kept free of paper, 
cans, litter, garbage, junk and other waste material, or debris 
of every kind. 


3. In no case shall the number or placement of inhabited 
trailers on any particular parcel of land be such as to con- 
stitute crowding or congestion and no owner or lessee of land 
used for trailer camps or for overnight parking of inhabited 
trailers or for camping as aforesaid shall permit the place- 
ment or location of such trailers within 30 feet of each other. 


4, Any person or persons violating these regulations shall 
be punishable by a fine not exceeding one hundred dollars 


($100.00).

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Dumps Report 


Dumping places are maintained by the Town of Falmouth 
in three places, one on Gifford Street, one in East Falmouth, 
and one in North Falmouth. 


Persons collecting rubbish MUST take it to the dump 
nearest to the points of collection and all swill MUST be taken 
to the Gifford Street dump as it is the only dump that has 
facilities for disposing of swill and garbage. 


The dump keeper reports that there were 13,360 loads of 
refuse and garbage taken to the Gifford Street dump during 
the year 1941. 


Twenty licenses were issued for the collection of garbage 
for which a fee of $2.00 was charged. All collectors of rubbish 
who charge for this service must also be licensed. 


The Gifford Street and North Falmouth dumps are in a 
very satisfactory condition but the East Falmouth dump is in 
an unsatisfactory condition due to its inadequacy. We have 
tried to secure a new location suitable for this purpose by ad- 
vertising in the paper and by interviews but up to this time 
have been unsuccessful. 


We recommend that a water service be installed at the Gif- 
ford Street dump for fire protection and sanitary purposes. 
When burning refuse daily there is a fire hazard to the sur- 
rounding territory. 


Following are the Dump Regulations. 


Dump Regulations 


At a meeting of the Board of Health held on April 16th, 
1935 II WAS VOTED to close the Dumps located at North 
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Falmouth, East Falmouth, and West Falmouth, to the public, 
and to make the following regulations for the Public Dump 
situated at Gifford St., Falmouth, Mass.: 


The Gifford Street Dump hours will be from 8:00 A. M. 
to 6:00 P. M. daily. Sundays and Holidays 9:00 A. M. to 12:00 
noon. 


1. All garbage shall be brought to the dump in covered 
trucks or in covered containers. 


2. Garbage must not be mixed with rubbish of any kind 
or description. 


3. All paper in any form shall be brought to the dump 
free from cans and all other incombustible materials. 


4. Ashes shall not be mixed with other refuse of any sort. 


5. All refuse must be deposited where directed by the 
Dump Attendant. 


6. Nothing is to be removed from the Dump without per- 
mission of the Dump Attendant. 


7. Privy, vault, and cesspool contents, must not be placed 
in the Dump. 


8. No refuse will be allowed to be deposited in the Dump 
except during the Dump hours designated by the Board of 
Health, and during which time the Dump Attendant will be 


present.

A penalty of $20.00 will be imposed for each offense. 
The above regulations to take effect May 20th, 1935.

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Report of Finance Committee 


To the Voters of the Town of Falmouth: 


Unusual conditions in the year 1941 have tended to in- 
crease the problems of your Finance Committee. These con- 
ditions arose largely because of the growth of Camp Edwards 
and general preparations for defense of our country involving 
new and unusual expenditures and numerous novel questions 
for the consideration of the committee. 


The attitude of the Town has undergone a very marked 
change in the past year because of this intensified defense 
situation. For some years prior to 1941, the voters were re- 
ceptive to recommendations of the Finance Board which led 
to economy. This year the opposite attitude has been appar- 
ent. A people who are preparing for defense of their country 
are not in a frame of mind to save money or cut expenditures, 
especially when it can be urged that the spending of the 
money can be linked even remotely with defense. 


Nevertheless, local government must curtail expenditure 
for it is evident that the more onerous local taxation becomes, 
the less the individual is able to contribute to actual war 
effort. Every possible reduction in the 1942 budget should be 
made or ruinous taxes may result. It seems perfectly evident 
that with the expenses of local defense together with in- 
creased costs in general the tax rate will jump Four dollars 
or more per thousand this year. If we are not careful there 
will be even a greater rise. ; 


Considerable difficulty has also been encountered by your 
committee through the mistaken idea of various departments 
that they were not bound by the vote of Town Meeting to 
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limit their expenditures to the amount set in their budget. 
This situation has been due in no small part to the fact that 
former Finance Committees have purposely cut department 
budgets below subsistence thereby actually inviting the de- 
partment head to help himself from the Reserve Fund which 
your Committee believes was not created for that purpose. 
Therefore, whereas the Reserve Fund of the Finance Com- 
mittee in 1941 was $15,000, we plan to cut it materially this 
year and endeavor to recommend a budget within which each 
department can operate. By this we do not mean that we 
are going to recommend whatever sums a department might 
desire, but to recommend a figure which will carry the de- 
partment through the year with careful and economical plan- 
ning. 


Your Finance Committee respectfully recommends the 
voters to avoid hysteria in times like these and to exercise 
that saving common sense for which New England has al- 
ways been famous. Attempts will be made to pass measures 
and appropriations by linking them in some tenuous way to 
a defense project but we warn you not to be deluded by im- 
passioned oratory appealing to your patriotism. Your sense 
of patriotism like ours will be best shown by rigid economy 
in municipal finance in 1942 and for years beyond, remember- 
ing that money saved our taxpayers is more than likely to be 
used in defense measures.

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Report of School Committee 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The School Committee has held twelve regular and six 
special meetings during the year, exclusive of meetings held 
as members of the committee appointed to investigate the 
school building needs of the Town. 


At the order of the State Building Inspector a Univent 
was installed in an upstairs room in the Lawrence High 
School. It was found necessary to build an over-flow cesspool 
at the High School, and another at the Village School, as a 
sanitary measure. None of these three items were included in 
the budget, which means most of the repairs which were in- 
cluded had to be left undone. 


Because of the large enrollment, and the changes in the 
program at the Henry W. Hall School, a room in the Village 
School was equipped for Hall School use, and an additional 
teacher hired. These items also were not included in the 
budget. 


The outside trim of the Teaticket School has been paint- 
ed this year; also the standing finish and the gymnasium in 
the Henry W. Hall School; and the outside of the Woods Hole 
School. The outside trim of the Village School should be 
painted during 1942. 


At a joint meeting of the Board of Selectmen and the 
School Committee, Mr. Forrest L. Higgins of Woods Hole was 
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elected to the School Committee vacancy caused by the death 
of Mr. Roswell F..Gifford. 


The School Department lost three janitors during the 
year, one by death, and two by retirement. The two men re- 
tired are Felix Marchessault and Manton L. Gamans. Mr. 
Marchessault had been with the School Department over six- 
teen years and had served as janitor in the Village, Junior 
High, and Lawrence High Schools. Mr. Gamans served as 
janitor at East Falmouth for over twenty-two years. 


The so-called Gates house on the Teaticket School prop- 
erty has been sold, and it is hoped by its removal to improve 
the playground facilities at that school. 


A committee of teachers presented a recommendation to 
this Committee for an emergency increase in salaries on a 
sliding scale basis of from $100.00 to $150.00; also a suggested 
revision of the present salary schedule. A salary schedule 
for principals was also presented to the Committee. The 
Committee voted unanimously that because of present war 
conditions and the uncertainty of the immediate future, to 
take no action on the proposed permanent salary schedules 
submitted by teachers and principals. It was also voted 
unanimously to include in the School Department Budget 
item for salaries an amount sufficient to provide for emer- 
gency increases equal to one-half the amounts requested by 
the teachers’ committee; these emergency increases to apply 
to all School Department employees; and to apply to the cal- 
endar year 1942 only. 


It has become necessary to provide for the protection of 
school children during air-raids even though it is improbable 
that air-raids, if they occur in this area, will take place at 
times when school is in session. Both school and home must 
be mutually confident that each will act for the best inter- 
ests of all children in whatever emergency may occur. Par- 
ents: can best help the whole community face this problem, 
by encouraging the regular school attendance of their chil- 
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dren, and by taking the opportunity that these uncertain 
times present, to teach their children valuable lessons in self- 
reliance and personal responsibility. 


The Committee wishes to express its appreciation to the 
Board of Finance, the Town Accountant, and the Highway 
Surveyor, for their cooperation and assistance throughout the 
year. 


The Committee calls the attention of the voters to the 
various statistical and financial reports which follow.

I wish to express at this time my sincere thanks to the 
members of your board for your generous support during the 
past year. 


I refer particularly to my appeal to you in the face of 
the vast increase in work required by this department that 
was very evident even in the latter part of 1940 when my 
budget was prepared for 1941. 


Your co-operation as shown by increasing the personnel 
of this department certainly helped in taking care of a situ- 
ation that was bound to exist as predicted. 


An increase in the total arrests of 56% over 1940 should 
be reason enough to expect a 20% increase in the personnel. 


A slight decrease in the calls for police action during the 
past few months has been offset by the demands on this de- 
partment due to the National Defense program. We are at 
present instructing about 50 civilian police at classes at regu- 
lar intervals, attending air raid classes and drills, ete. 
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The one-way traffic system as adopted this year has, in 
my opinion, turned out to be a great success. It has elimin- 
ated the traffic ‘bottle-neck’ that previously existed in the 
vicinity of the new Post Office. The installation of an ade- 
quate sign at the intersection near Filene’s store is needed, 
and I trust this can be accomplished before the summer sea- 
son of 1942. 


Evidence that the officers of this department are still seek- 
ing a better knowledge of their profession is apparent in the 
enrollment of practically all of the Falmouth Police Officers 
in the Barnstable County Police School.

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Report of the Town Forest Committee 
for 1941 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 


Falmouth, Massachusetts. 


At the annual meeting of the Town Forest Committees 
of Massachusetts the main point of discussion was on the 
economic value of Town Forests, not alone in their use as 
watershed protection but in the value of their forest products. 
One town reported an income as high as $10,000 from this 
source, in addition to the forest’s value as watershed protec- 
tion. Several towns having town forests covering their water- 
sheds reported that their water supply was maintained at 
about normal, whereas in most of the state towns and cities 
have been suffering from a severe water shortage. The con- 
servation value of a watershed planted to forest trees is more 
appgrent in a dry season and those cities and towns which 
have had the vision to protect their water supply with forest 
plantings can, in the long run, depend on normal water con- 
ditions even in dry seasons. 


Apparently the movement to establish Town Forests in 
Massachusetts is spreading, for during this last year there 
have been several new forests added to the already long list 
of 125 towns and cities. 


The general opinion at the Massachusetts meeting was 
that in so far as possible Town Forests should be planted with 
trees that are native to the locality, or which after thorough 
trial have proved of value in the area. This, of course, means 
that most of the forests in Massachusetts are planted to white 
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pine, but further emphasis is now being placed on the value 
of hard woods such as beech and maple as these have a par- 
ticular value in some places in the manufacture of certain 
iocal wooden products. This idea may have its application 
in our own Town Forest in that certain woods useful in boat 
building might be grown here. 


In our own Town Forest there is quite a variety of trees 
other than those planted, such as hickory, beech and locust. 
All of these have a particular value and should be grown over 
a@ wider area. 


The addition by purchase by the town of 110 acres now 
brings the total acreage of the watershed and the Town For- 
est to 520 acres. This area is well above the average for the 
state and places us on a par with many of the towns in the 
western part of the state. This new area should be cleaned 
up and planted as soon as possible. 


No forest seedlings were planted in 1941 owing chiefly to 

the very dry soil condition that prevailed during the spring 

‘months, and also because of the labor shortage. Your com- 

mittee, however, has on order some thousands of young trees 
which should be planted in 1942. 


Most of the work done this year consisted in clearing a 
large tract on the west side of the Forest along Route 28. 
Quite a number of trees were planted along the roadsides on 
Route 28, and more along the Brick Kiln Road between Gif- 
ford Street and the western line of the Town Forest. These 
were transplanted from other plantings where the stands 
were too thick. 


Your committee has not purchased many tools for their 
work, depending on other departments and its members for 
such tools as we use. This practice has been discontinued 
and we have this season purchased some tools which have 
been branded and are kept in a tool box where the committee 
can be responsible for them. 
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We would especially call the attention of the townspeo- 
ple to the display of dogwood to be seen about the end of May 
at the upper end of Long Pond and easily reached from the 
Brick Kiln Road entrance to the forest. A visit to this area 
at this season will well repay. 


Also remember that there are splendid walks and horse- 
pack trails through the forest where one can walk or ride 
for miles without seeing an automobile.

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Report of Public Welfare for 1941 


During the past year the Board of Public Welfare suffered 
a severe loss in the death of George N. Holden. Mr. Holden 
had served seven and one-half years as agent, performing 
the duties of that exacting office with rare skill and ability. 
He was by nature a kindly and charitable man, yet, always 
mindful of his full responsibility, dealt firmly and realistic- 
ally, with the many perplexing problems presented to him. 
He had the respect and confidence, of both the Federal and 
State authorities and on many occasions has been commend- 
ed by them. 


This department constantly keeps in mind the problem 
of unemployment and is exerting every effort to contact all 
available sources of private employment, in order to reduce 
our relief rolls. 


The amount of money expended, by this department, for 
General Relief for the year of 1941 was approximately 
$18,000.00 less than the year 1940. It is indeed, profoundly 
regrettable, that Mr. Holden is not now alive to enjoy this 
very pleasant result, to which he made such a substantial 
personal contribution through the office which he filled so 
well. 


I am now acting as Agent for the department with the 
assistance of Miss Alice R. Soares as Clerk and Mr. Jayme M. 
Franco as Investigator. Miss Soares and Mr. Franco have 
had wide and extensive experience in the department, and 
both are efficient and particularly well qualified to fill their 
respective positions. 
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The many changes and restrictions in our national 
economy and the resultant effect on business, in general, in 
this vicinity, makes it increasingly difficult to estimate bud- 
getary requirements for the coming year. I necessarily look 
forward apprehensively, but still hopefully that we may have 
a reasonably satisfactory year. : 


The assistance of the Nursing Association, the School 
Nurse and the agent of the S. P. C. C. is gratefully acknowl- 
edged.

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Report of Highway Department 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


I hereby submit for your approval my report for work 
done in the highway department for the year 1941. 


With money appropriated for our department, I feel the 
results that have been accomplished speak for themselves. 


We have continued our method of sealcoating our roads 
with pea stone; we find this method makes for far better 
roads and has proved very satisfactory. Several of the side- 
walk surfaces completed years ago have needed attention; 
we find that by resurfacing these sidewalks conditions will 
be very much improved. 


The purchase of a Silver King utility machine, has proved 
of immense help to my department. This machine, I have 
used for grading, clearing sidewalks and gutters of snow, 
street sweeping, and cutting the grass along the road edges 
in the summer; it has proved very economical, and has paid 
for itself in a short space of time. 


Our gravel roads have all been graded and improved; the 
new section of Queen Street graveled this year is used very 
much, thereby lessening the traffic at King and Main Street. 
A new section of road has been hardened at Turner Road in 
Hatchville, thereby making better traveling from Falmouth 
to Hatchville. The widening and seal coating of Jones road 
has been of great benefit to the entire town, by widening this 
road six feet we have opened a real artery to by pass the cen- 
ter of the town and relieve Main street of considerable traffic. 


eS 
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Work under Chapter 90 this year has been confined to 
Sandwich Road, work on this road has been started and un- 
der the present appropriation I intend to widen and rebuild 
from the entrance at Teaticket to about a quarter of a mile 
beyond Brick Kiln Road. The widening of this road, I deem 
most important, due to the very heavy traffic caused by the 
travel back and forth from Camp Edwards. 


The new road from North Falmouth to Mashpee is now 
completed. This road has been built by the government and 
state and makes an ideal cut off for people wishing to travel 
down the Cape without coming into the center of the town. 


In closing I wish to call attention to the fence and guard 
rails we have replaced and repaired this year and I also feel 
the department has eliminated a very dangerous and trouble- 
some condition by installing a drainage system at Silver 
Beach; this system has proved very beneficial to the area in 
general and has met with great approval by the people in 
that district. 


In conclusion I will say it is my intention to build the 
material of the department up to first class shape, and main- 
tain it in that condition. 


I have continued the same policy of giving all worthy 
citizens as much work as my budget will allow and have ob- 
tained very good results and have had the finest cooperation 
from all departments in the town.

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Report of Claims and Suits

Beard of Selectmen, 


Falmouth, Massachusetts. 
Dear Sirs:— 


Herewith is my report of the claims and suits which have 
been brought against Town of Falmouth during the calendar 
year 1941 or which remain pending, together with a report 
of the cases disposed of during the year 1941. 


A. CASES DISPOSED OF IN 1941: 


1. Emeline Jordan vs. Frank Corey 
(Barnstable Superior Court) 


This action was brought for property damages and per- 
sonal injuries resulting from a collision between plaintiff’s 
automobile and fire apparatus which at the time was being 
operated in the course of his employment by Captain Corey 
as an officer of the Falmouth Fire Department. In accord- 
ance with the vote under Article 19 of the 1941 Annual Town 
Meeting the case was settled for an amount within the ap- 
propriation and papers filed in the Barnstable Superior Court 
disposing of it. 


2. John Andrade vs. Frank Corey. 


This was a claim for personal injuries including hospital 
expenses and medical treatment arising out of the same col- 
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lision involved in the case of Emeline Jordan vs. Frank Corey. 
No suit was brought. Following the vote under Article 20 of 
the 1941 Annual Town Meeting a settlement was made and 
this matter thus terminated. 


3. Warbasse Association Inc. vs. Board of Assessors of 
Falmouth. 
(Appellate Tax Board) 


By this appeal to the Appellate Tax Board this property 
owner sought to obtain a large reduction in the assessed valu- 
ation of its property on Penzance Point, Woods Hole. An ad- 
justment on what appears to have been a reasonable basis 
was made as the case was about to be reached for trial which 
resulted in a termination of these proceedings. 


4. John Sikora vs. Board of Assessors of Falmouth 
(Appellate Tax Board) 


This petitioner also sought a reduction from his assessed 
valuation but on the trial date before the Appellate Tax Board 
at Boston the petitioner waived his right to proceed with the 
trial and this appeal was thereby terminated. 


5. Home Owners Lean Corporation vs. Board of Assessors 
of Falmouth. 
(Appellate Tax Board) 


The petitioner as owner of the former Harriott Creed 
property in North Falmouth sought a reduction in the as- 
sessed valuation. While the petition was pending, however, 
a sale was effected at a price exceeding the assessed valu- 
ation following which the petitioner promptly withdrew its 
appeal as a mistake. 


6. Arthur H. Morse, Executor vs. Board of Assessors of 
Falmouth. 
(Appellate Tax Board) 


This was another petition for a reduction of the assessed 
valuation before the Appellate Tax Board. In this instance 
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an actual sale of the property involved had taken place 
at a sale price which was under the assessed figures. A com- 
promise adjustment was made and the case closed. 


4. Co-operative Central Bank vs. Board of Assessors of 


Falmouth. 
8. Frank A. Rinehard vs. Board of Assessors of Falmouth. 


9. Harold R. Page Estate vs. Board of Assessors of 
Falmouth. 
(Appellate Tax Board) 


‘All of these were tax appeal cases involving very small 
amounts. Each petitioner claimed to be assessed at a valua- 
tion slightly higher than what in his opinion was a fair valu- 
ation. The amounts involved in each were so small as not 
to warrant the expense of hearings before the Appellate Tax 
Board at Boston. Compromise adjustments were made and 
all three of these cases thus terminated. 


10. Grace M. Taylor vs. Board of Assessors of Falmouth. 


(Appellate Tax Board) 


The petitioner here claimed as excessive the assessment 
valuation of $13,000. on her substantial place on the County 
Road in North Falmouth on which are located her residence, 
and a barn used as a garage with living quarters overhead 
and an estate of about three acres of land. The case was 
, fully tried out at Boston before Commissioner Finnegan of 
the Appellate Tax Board. The petitioner claimed that this 
entire property was of a fair cash value of only $4400. The 
Commissioner, after a hearing, made a finding that the fair 
cash value was $10,000. 


Another tax appeal case has been brought by this same 
petitioner to contest the 1941 assessment. 
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B. PENDING CASES 


1. City of Boston vs. Town of Falmouth. 
(Suffolk Superior Court) 


This is a case brought a long while ago for a small 
amount which Boston claims is owed by Falmouth for welfare 
relief. Against this Falmouth has a counterclaim. It seems 
that Falmouth need not be too much concerned over the prob- 
able outcome of this case. 


2. City of Boston vs. Town of Falmouth. 


(Suffolk Superior Court) 


This is a new case brought on December 24, 1941 by the 
City of Boston against the Town of Falmouth. This also is 
based on a claim by Boston against Falmouth for alleged in- 
debtedness due for welfare aid rendered to those alleged to 
have had settlements in Falmouth while resident in Boston. 
The amount named in the writ is $1000. It is quite sure that 
if Boston has any claim against Falmouth it is only for a 
much smaller amount than $1000. 


On March 17, 1939 a law suit between Falmouth and Bos- 
ton involving various claims and counter claims concerning 
welfare aid cases was fully tried out at a session of the Super- 
ior Court in Boston and a final decision made in which it was 
decided there was due from Falmouth to Boston a balance of 
$392.14. Following this decision, although Falmouth has been 
willing to pay and has had the money set aside for that pur- 
pose and although many requests have been made of Boston 
that they accept payment and give Falmouth a discharge, no 
action whatever has been taken by Boston. The result is 
that Falmouth for several years has been carrying along this 
amount expressly appropriated to pay this judgment when 
and if the proper papers are produced by Boston to make such 
a payment proper. 


One cannot help remarking that in dealing with the 

‘ City of Boston it appears that the Welfare Department and 
the Law Department of Boston handling welfare matters do 

not seem to have any co-operation and apparently each acts 

independent and irrespective of the actions of the other. So 

far as Falmouth is concerned, matters with Boston would 

have long since been adjusted and completed but for lack of 

co-operation or lack of action by those representing Boston. 


In the meantime an attempt is being made to find out 
just what this second suit of Boston against Falmouth is 
about. It may be that it is based on their own failure or 
neglect to collect what has been due them on the judgment 
in their first suit. 


3. Falmouth Institute vs. Board of Assessors of 


Falmouth. 


These are two appeals from assessed valuations of the 
Falmouth Institute which was the former Beebe property 
West of the railroad station and railroad in Falmouth. The 
petitioner claims that the present use of that portion of this 
property commonly known as Tanglewood is that of a 
hospital or convalescent home and carried on without 
profit and that for these and other reasons such portion is 
exempt from taxation. It is likely that this issue will in Feb- 
ruary 1942 be tried out before the Appellate Tax Board so 
that the Board of Assessors may have a final determination 
of this issue as a basis for future assessments. 


4. Grace M. Taylor vs. Board of Assessors of Falmouth. 


(Appellate Tax Board) 


This is another petition for a reduction of the assessed 
valuation of petitioner’s summer property or estate in North 
Falmouth and involves the 1941 assessment. This is the same 
petitioner who has already had one trial before the Appellate 
Tax Board as above referred to. 
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5. Dr. James H. Means vs. Board of Assessors of 
Falmouth. 


(Appellate Tax Board) 


This is a petition for reduction of the 1941 assessed valu- 
ation of petitioner’s summer property on Beach Road at 
Woods Hole. Petitioner claims that the valuation of $22,750 
tor his dwelling and 2.7 acres of land is excessive and that 
the fair cash value of that property is $18,000. 

It is probable that the two cases of Falmouth Institute 
against the Assessors of Falmouth, the case of Grace M. 
Taylor against the Assessors of Falmouth and that of Dr. 
James H. Means against the Assessors of Falmouth will all 
be tried before the summer season of 1942. 


6. Megansett Shores Corporation vs. County of 
Barnstable. 


(Barnstable Superior Court) 


This petition to have land damages assessed for land 
taken on the new Hatchville Road by the County in 1938 has 
not yet been actually reached for trial. It will be on the list 
of cases for jury trial in the April 1942 session. 


7. Coonamessett Ranch Co. vs. County of Barnstable. 
(Barnstable Superior Court) 


This likewise is a petition to have land damages assessed 
for land taken by the County in 1938 on the same road and 
has not yet been actually reached for trial and will be on the 
list for trial in the April 1942 session. 

The defense of both of the above cases is assumed by the 
Town of Falmouth for the reason that all of the land dam- 
ages, if such should be awarded, plus costs and expenses, have 
to be paid by the Town in accordance with the order of the 
County of Barnstable. 
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g. Annie R. Whittemore vs. Building Inspector of 
Falmouth. ; 


(Barnstable Superior Court) 


Following a favorable decision of the Full Bench of the 
Massachusetts Supreme Court in October 1939 in the case of 
Annie R. Whittemore vs. William E. English et als, Selectmen 
of Falmouth, it had been assumed that this matter of liti- 
gation involving the Cahoon ice house had finally terminated. 
In January 1941 a decision came down from this same Court 
in the case of Leahy against the Building Inspector of New 
Bedford which held that a spot zoning amendment at the 
corner of Mill and County Streets, New Bedford, under the 
facts, circumstances and conditions existing there, was im- 
proper and invalid. 


On January 30, 1941, apparentiy relying on this last- 
mentioned decision as a favorable “prop” for further pro- 
ceedings in this zoning controversy, Annie R. Whittemore 
brought in the Barnstable Superior Court one more petition 
for a Writ of Mandamus against the Building Inspector of 
Falmouth asking to have the Building Inspector ordered to 
enforce the Zoning By-Law as it existed before the amend- 
ment of 1938 had been voted by the Town Meeting members. 
The amendment of 1938 was the amendment whereby once 
again, this time in proper procedure, Falmouth had voted to 
change from a single residence district to a light industrial 
district the strip of land between Sippewissett Road and Miles 
Pond, which strip had been sold in 1928 to Samuel T. Cahoon 
expressly for use for “the ice business”. Petitioner’s conten- 
tion in this case is the same as in the previous litigation, 
namely, that to use this site for ight industrial purposes, i. e., 
making ice by artificial means by freezing water from the 
Town of Falmouth water supply instead of using it for an 
ice house for the storage of natural ice affected the values 
of the surrounding lands and buildings by lowering the valu- 
ation thereof and by lessening the demand therefor and, 
therefore, to so change the Zoning By-Law was improper and 
invalid. 
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Following certain preliminary and other hearings before 
Judge Broadhurst at Boston and Judge Collins both at Boston 
and Barnstable, the case was referred to Judge William G. 
Rowe as an Auditor to hear the case and report his findings of 
fact thereon. Hearings have been held before Judge Rowe at 
Falmouth, and at Boston, and the final arguments were heard 
by him at Brockton on January 8, 1942. At this time exten- 
sive requests for findings of fact were filed by counsel for both 
parties as well as other memoranda. Judge Rowe now has 
under consideration. the evidence in the case together with 
the 58 exhibits which were introduced. Iis Report is expected 
about the middle of February. 


The petitioner, Annie R. Whittemore, in support of her 
position introduced the Zoning By-Law showing that the 
strip of land containing the ice house had been in a single 
residence district, and the amendment showing that its use 
had been changed to that of a light industrial district used 
for an artificial ice manufacturing plant, and also sought by 
cral evidence to show that there were available in Falmouth 
ether sites zoned for light industry which were available for 
the manufacture of artificial ice. 


The contentions on behalf of the respondent Building In- 
spector of Falmouth were that because of the location of this 
fragmentary strip of land, left at the time of the layout of 
Sippewissett Road between that road and Miles Pond, its phy- 
sical characteristics and the physical characteristics of 
the nearby surrounding property, the natural wild con- 
dition of this area and the impossibility of using it 
for any of the single residence district uses, that to 
change it to a light industrial district was appropriate and 
reasonable action. Also, it was contended on behalf of the 
respondent Building Inspector of Falmouth that when the 
original Zoning By-Law of the Town of Falmouth was adopt- 
ed that, after certain small areas were zoned for business, 
light industry, general residence, and an institutional dis- 
trict at Woods Hole, the entire balance of the Town of Fal- 
mouth was designated as a single residence district although 
there were located in this so-called single residence district 
many areas of fresh and salt marsh, cedar and other swamps, 
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rocky areas, and many other areas not adapted for use for 
any of the single residence uses; and it was further claimed 
that under these circumstances the Town had the right to. 
make the zoning change of the so-called Cahoon ice house 
strip of land and treat this large single residence area as 
“waste basket” zoning, which it appears is not valid to pre- 
vent a zoning amendment of this kind. 


Another contention of the respondent was that after 
such a lapse of time from the termination of the previous 
mandamus proceedings petitioner ought not be permitted at 
this late date to institute new mandamus proceedings. Con- 
siderable evidence was likewise introduced on behalf of the 
Town to show that this change from a single residence to a 
light industrial district did not detrimentally affect the val- 
ues of the surrounding lands and certainly not of the build- 
ings, the nearest of which was 1000 feet distant; and that on 
account of the physical characteristics of the terrain there 
were no available single residence sites close to the ice house 
site. 


In this trial before the Auditor it became necessary on 
behalf of the respondent Building Inspector to present much 
evidence of the kind commonly called expert evidence. Refer- 
ence is made to the aerial and ground photography; to the 
plans both surface and topographical; real estate experts; 
ice plant machinery experts, sanitary engineers, etc. 


The next step in this case will be when the Auditor has 
prepared a Draft Report at which time the counsel will be 
notified by him and entitled to a hearing before the Auditor 
cn this Draft Report. 


C. TAX TITLES: 


All of the tax title proceedings heretofore commenced 
have been terminated. In 1941 only three petitions for tax 
title foreclosures were filed in the Land Court. These will be 
Gisposed of in the near future. 
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To Summarize :— 


Cases now pending against the Town of Falmouth are 
one Zoning By-Law petition for mandamus—Annie R. Whit- 
etmore vs. Building Inspector of Falmouth heard before the 
Auditor appointed by the Barnstable Superior Court; two 
cases of the City of Boston against the Town of Falmouth 
based on welfare, one being an old case and the other a new 
case; two cases, one by the Coonamessett Ranch Co. and the 
other by Megansett Shores Corporation, for land damages 
against the County of Barnstable, the defense of which has 
been assumed by the Town of Falmouth; and three cases be- 
fore the Appellate Tax Board, namely, Falmouth Institute, 
Grace M. Taylor, and Dr. James H. Means all vs. Board of 
Assessors of Falmouth. 


Considering the number of cases which are now brought 
each year against the Town it is felt that the disposition and 
adjustment of them is keeping up and that the comparatively 
few cases now pending are, excepting the Whittemore case, 
not of great importance and will soon be disposed of.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT — 1941 


The library year in 1941 has been one of some uncertain- 
ties, but these have been internal and we think have in no 
way affected the service of the library to the Falmouth com- 
munities. For instance, the effect of the proximity of Camp 
Edwards was an unknown factor at the beginning of the year. 
Ready service to that grcup of men and related groups has 
been the aim and desire of trustees and staff, as their part 
of the community in army-civilian relationships. To this end 
library privileges were extended beyond the usual range of 
local citizens, and while the library has not been used by 
masses of soldiers, yet those who have found it of interest 
have been consistent and appreciative patrons, this being 
particularly true of “army families’. The library has also 
assisted by collecting books for use at Camp Edwards, serv- 
ing as a depository for material donated by individuals and 
other Cape libraries. Two truckloads have been sent out, 
and a new campaign is about to be launched under the aus- 
pices of the American Library Association. We wish to thank 
all those who have participated in the past, and urge others 
to donate books in this further opportunity. 


Other adjustments have been made during the year in 
the personnel of the library staff. Albert S. Robbins has re- 
signed as janitor, and Hugh Duglay appointed in his place. 
In April Mrs. Olive B. Martin resigned from the East Fal- 
mouth branch, after four years of sincerely devoted and 
courteous assistance there. Her resignation should be noted 
with regret and appreciation expressed for her work. Mrs. 
Farrell was appointed as branch librarian in Mrs. Martin’s 
place, in addition to her own duties in the main library. In 
the fall, plans were made to rearrange the hours, in order 
better to accommodate the children in the East Falmouth 
scheol. Thus the branch is open for two mornings each week 
instead of two afternoons and evenings, an accommodation 
which has been of much benefit to teachers and pupils. It is 
hoped and planned however that the branch will continue 
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to be used as a community library and not exclusively by the 
school. In October Mrs. Farrell was injured in an automobile 
accident and for the rest of the year unable to assume her 
full schedule. As a result Mrs. Harris has substituted in East 
Falmouth, and she has also ably assisted the librarian in car- 
rying out the usual program of three people in the main 
library during one of the busier seasons of the year. The 
three months have been difficult, and Mrs. Farrell’s return 
most welcome. On January first she will begin her duties as 
librarian, and on resigning I wish for her the greatest joy 
and success in her position. 


To proceed with a report of library activities of the year, 
Garden Week wa celebrated in the spring by featuring new 
garden books, showing plants and horticultural specimens 
brought in by Garden Club members, exhibiting some hand- 
some flower prints loaned by Goodspeed’s Bookshop. The 
combination of these elements made a very effective display. 
In November Book Week was observed as the most important 
feature of the year. Posters were made by school children 
and exhibited, with three book prizes awarded, one in each 
competing school. An interesting table exhibit was pre- 
pared by Mrs. Abbott’s seventh grade pupils which received 
much attention. New books, both children’s and adults’, 
were arranged for exhibition and and browsing. There were 
a number of other exhibits Guring the year: some French sta- 
tionery loaned by Miss Xoa Shafer, pencil drawings by Fred 
Sisson, flower paintings by Susan Moore Sisson, landscapes 
by Fritz Fuglister, photographs by Fred S. Howard, a bulletin 
board demonstration of the various steps in the making of 
a book. 


The library has been visited by a number of school class- 
es, for stories, for “introductions” to the library, for lectures 
on reference books and methods, and for special reference 
work. In June a second “certificate party” was given for those 
grammar school pupils who had read the required books. 
Certificates were awarded, and afterward candy and jigsaw 


puzzles enjoyed. 
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All of the staff attended various sessions of the annual 
Cape Cod Library Club meeting in Chatham in September, 
and certain programs of the A. L. A. convention in Boston in 
June, and also the Book Fair in November. Katharine Lee 
Bates’ birthday on August twelfth, the Memorial Shelf was 
lighted, flowers placed in the room, and a number of Welles- 
ley friends visited the library to see the Shelf. The library 
has received gifts of books from the Falmouth Garden Club, 
Miss Rachel P. Snow and others, a year’s subscription to the 
American Mercury magazine from Mr. Noah Gediman, also 
a large collection of Boston Herald rotogravure sections from 
Mrs. George Russell, and an exhibit case from Miss Xoa 
Shafer of West Falmouth. The library very much appreci- 
ates these gifts and thanks the donors. 


Two radio programs were presented from the South Yar- 
mouth station WOCB, Falmouth’s part in the schedule 
planned by the Cape Cod Library Club. One was composed 
of book reviews and appeals for camp books, and the other 
was a sketch describing the Faimouth libraries. Other library 
publicity has been the regular publishing in the Falmouth 
Enterprise of books reviews written by Mrs. Farrell. The Book 
Review Group of the Falmouth Outlook Club has been meet- 
ing regularly in the library except during the summer months. 
Anyone interested has been invited to attend these morning 
discussions under the leadership of Mrs. Helen Gray. This 
winter the emphasis has been on “Our country in books”. The 
Falmouth librarians have also been invited to attend similar 
meetings in Woods Hole. 


The reference work done in any library is an important 
and interesting phase, and in order to facilitate this work a 
new Americana Encyclopedia has been purchased, the latest 
edition of a standard and well-recommended set. Previously 
our ten-year-old Encyclopaedia Brittanica was the most up 
to date encyclopedia on the shelves. Hundreds of questions, 
both personal and telephone, are handled during the year.

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Report of West Falmouth Library 


January 20, 1941. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Falmouth, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


The West Falmouth Library has been open eight hours 
each week throughout the year. It has been especially well- 
used during nine or ten weeks of summer, averaging an out- 
put of 84 volumes during that time for the days it is open. 
One hundred and two summer people used these books and 
magazines in the season of 1941, and were most appreciative 
of the resources of the library. The circulation for the year 
totalled 3721 volumes. 


We have received many excellent books from the summer 
users, even the children leaving some of their favorites for 
others’ enjoyment. In all, 185 books were added to the shelves, 
96 of them by purchase. This is a smaller number than last 
year, because of shrunken funds. The average cost per vol- 
ume was 90c, making $86.40 the amount of our purchases for 
the year. The 13 periodicals cost an additional twenty dol- 
lars or so. 


Friends of the library assisted in a benefit food sale in 
August which, with additional gifts, brought in $117.50 for 
the book and magazine fund. 


The library has passed on some of its books to the library 
at the Hall School, shared a few duplicates with the North 
Falmouth Library, and has ready a group of interesting vol- 
umes for the soldiers’ collection that is being made now. 
People of the village are bringing their gifts, too. 
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We have borrowed from the Department of Public Librar- 
ies at the State House a number of volumes of non-fiction, 
especially needed by our people, because our funds are insuf- 
ficient to purchase them. 


At the time of Book Week new juvenile books were pur- 
chased for the Children’s Room and invitations sent out to 
the children of the village to come and use them. 


With the very modest means we have, the West Falmouth 
Library in its attractive and comfortable rooms, offers the 
village the best of reading from old and new authors.

Later Miss E. Louise Jones, State Agent, and Miss Cath- 
erine Yerxa, Assistant in the Division of Public Libraries at 
the State House, Boston, came with 60 volumes of the desir- 
able non-fiction to add to the steadily growing list. Mean- 
while Chaplain MacArthur who received the college books

class room. We were also privileged to send magazines for the 
Naval Base at Newport, and 27 books to the Community Cen- 
ter for the young folks’ summer camp. During the time that 
Chaplain MacArthur was at Camp Edwards he came with his 
orderly and made the collections.

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Report of Retirement Board 


(Municipal Contributory Retirement Fund) 


The Retirement Board consisting of the town account- 
ant; Robert W. Donnelly, appointed by the board of select- 
men; and George A. Griffin, elected by the members of the 
system; have endeavored to carry out their duties. 


The system went into effect on July 1, 1941, and all regu- 
lar employees of the town, who were not under some other 
pension system, have either become members of this system 
or declared, in writing, that they elected not to become mem- 
bers. New employees entering the services of the town since 
July 1, 1940, who are under fifty years of age must become 
members of the system and new employees over fifty-five 
years of age cannot become members, but all employees must 
retire at seventy years of age. 


Fifty-two employees have become members of the sys- 
tem, two members retired on pension Sept. Ist and one mem- 
ber has left the services of the town. On December 31, 1941 
there were forty-nine members in the system. 


Membership certificates have been issued to all members 
and Prior Service certificates have been issued to all mem- 
bers with prior service. All research work in connection with 
prior service has been done by the town accountant’s office 
and at no additional expense to the town.

Retirement Board. 
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Report of the Recreation Commission 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The Recreation Commission submits its report for 1941, 
having continued to serve the town under action originating 
in the annual town meeting of 1938, and it accounts chiefly 
for disbursements covering maintenance of the Community 
Center building and its adjacent play areas. 


The Commission has held monthly meetings. It has co- 
operated with the Board of Selectmen, which cares for the 
outside of the building with separate funds, and the Falmouth 
Community Center, operating the activities which are carried 
on with the program of the Works Projects Administration. 


Expenditures have been as follows: 


Heating $1,110 83 
Lighting 450 36 
Maintenance Repairs 1,124 56 

Total $2,685 76 


The unexpended balance of $486.26, which reverts back to 
the town, represents in part materials for repairs ordered in 
the early fall, but undelivered because of war conditions, at 
the end of the year. The failure of these materials to arrive 
held up other work that was planned, so that this work will 
have to be finished in 1942. 
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After conference with the Selectmen, it was decided that 
they should set up in their budget an amount to meet all 
necessary repairs to the Community Center building, and 
that the funds for the use of the Recreation Commission 
should be set up in a special article. This will eliminate dupli- 
cation of requests for repairs that might otherwise arise, to- 
gether with duplication of effort. ;

To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: ,” — ae 


This Committee was appointed at the annual Town Meet- 
ing in February 1941 under Article 37. 


“To see if the town will vote to appoint three 
voters of the Town to act with the School Committee 
as a committee to investigate the school building 
needs of the town, and to raise and appropriate a sum 
of money for the use of said committee, or take any 
action on the matter. On request of the School Com- 
mittee.” 


It was “voted, to appoint Charles L. Swift, Sum- 
ner Crosby, and Herbert I. McLane as the three voters 
to act with the School Committee to investigate the 
school building needs of the town, and to raise and 
appropriate $100.00 for use of this committee.” 


The committee met and organized on March 5, 1941, and 
immediately started a survey of school building conditions in 
Falmouth. The survey revealed that the elementary schools 
of the town are not overcrowded, but that serious congestion 
occurs in the Junior and Senior high school buildings.

The Hall Junior High School which was built in 1924 was 
planned to accommodate 270 pupils, and is a modern, well 
equipped building. An additional room was added to the 
eight original classrooms in 1938 by partitioning off space in 
the lower corridor. In September 1941 a room in the Village 
School was made available and it was also found necessary 
to hold some classes in the auditorium in order to accom- 
modate approximately four hundred pupils. 


Lawrence High School was built in 1895 with a seating 
capacity of 70 pupils. A new heating and ventilating system 
was installed in 1910 and is still in operation. In 1911 an ad- 
dition was built which increased the seating capacity to 130 
pupils. With the present enrollment of 268 pupils it has been 
necessary to use all available space however ill-suited to 
class room use. Classes are now being held in two basement 
rooms, the teachers’ room, the laboratory, and an L-shaped 
room on the top floor formerly used as the printing shop. 
There is a crying need for more classroom space, for addi- 
tional facilities for the rapidly expanding commercial de- 
partment, and for science laboratory facilities which will en- 
able our boys and girls to compete on even terms with the 
boys and girls from other high schools. 


The increase in enrollment in both the high and junior 
high school is the result of a steady growth and follows rather 
closely the general trend in secondary school enrollment 
throughout the country. The actual enrolment since the 
start of the 6-3-3 (junior high school) plan of organization 
in 1920 appear in the accompanying table. There has been 
some slight increase due to the proximity of Camp Edwards, 
but the children of army families have merely aggravated an 
overcrowded condition which already existed.

In seeking to remedy conditions in the high school the 
Committee considered the following propositions: 
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1. To purchase and remodel a garage near the school for 
use as a science laboratory. This plan was abandoned be- 
cause the cost could not be justified by the facilities that 
could be provided. The building was poorly adapted to re- 
modelling for school purposes and its location had nothing 
to recommend it except proximity to the school. 


2. To build an addition to the present high school build- 
ing. This plan was considered very carefully and estimated 
costs were received from three architects. The actual addition 
would cost in the neighborhood of $35,000, and the repair and 
remodelling of the old building would bring the total cost to 
about $50,000. This plan would solve the high school prob- 
lem temproarily or until such time as an increase in enroll- 
ment requires further expansion. 


3. To erect a new high school building on a new site. 
This plan would solve the high school problem and at the 
same time make available the present high school building 
for an overflow from the Junior High School. A new building 
would involve an expenditure of $200,000 to $250,000. 


4. To build the first unit of a proposed new high school, 
to be situated at the west end of the playground and making 
use of present school facilities as far as possible. With this 
plan the high school shop work would remain in the Junior 
High School building, the household arts would remain in 
the Village School, and the other high school activities not 
accommodated in the new unit would remain in the present 
high school building. As more space became necessary the 
unit could be added to according to a preconceived plan of 
expansion. This plan could also make provision for the over- 
flow from the Junior High School by the use of facilities in 
the present high school building. Estimates received from 
four architects give $65,000 as the approximate cost of such 
a unit. ;

1. Voted unanimously that no action be taken on new 
building or an addition to high school during the present 
emergency. 


2. Voted unanimously that an article be inserted in the 
warrant of the Annual Town Meeting requesting an appro- 
priation for temporary repairs to the present high school 
building. 
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The Committee requests that it be discontinued, and 
turns back to the Town unexpended, the entire amount ap- 
propriated for its use.

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Report of the Planning Board . 


The Planning Board during 1941 has held meetings and 
public hearings and considered and reported to the Town on 
the various matters that have been presented for its recom- 
mendations. It has, during the past year, given thought to 
public improvements and has studied and is continuing its 
study for possible improvements, with a view to relieving 
traffic conditions in the Town. 


In view of the present emergency and the demands that 
have been and will increasingly be made upon the Town and 
upon its citizens individually, the Planning Board does not 
feel that the present is an appropriate time to suggest 
changes which must necessarily result in substantial expendi- 
tures or increase the obligations of the Town. 


The Town of Falmouth adopted its Zoning By-Law six- 
teen years ago and we believe it has benefitted substantially 
under the provisions of this by-law. The Planning Board 
recognizes that the Town has enjoyed a considerable growth 
during this period. It further realizes that many problems 
have arisen and that incidental to the growth and develop- 
ment of the Town, many problems will arise in connection 
with the administering of its Zoning Law which will require 
the thoughtful consideration of its citizens. It is the inten- 
tion of the Planning Board to make careful studies and to 
seek advice insofar as may be considered desirable to the end 
that the Zoning Law shall be maintained and administered 
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with as little hardship in any individual instances as may be 
consistent with preserving its benefits for the general good 
of all its citizens.

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REPORT OF FIRE ALARM DIVISION 


To: The Chief of the Fire Department 
Falmouth, Massachusetts. 
Sir: 


In compliance with departmental orders, I hereby submit 
my annual report in connection with Fire Alarm maintenance 
and other activities for which I am responsible. 


The ICS cells and rectifiers installed during the past two 
years are proving very satisfactory. 


Apparently, the corrosion of moving parts and finish on 
the fire alarm boxes has been overcome by the metal and 
finish now used. 


The Cape Codder Hotel has been connected to the sys- 
tem through a “Sprinkler Watchman” and auxiliary shunt 
type box. This insures rapid response should the sprinkler 
operate. 


I have reconstructed several sections of the fire alarm 
circuits that were in bad condition and would have eventually 
resulted in circuit failure unless remedied. 


I would like to suggest that consideration be given to re- 
placement of several old type boxes now in use. These boxes 
are of the non-interfering pull-lever type and do not have 
the succession feature that is essential for intelligent trans- 
mission of alarms under all conditions. This would increase 
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the efficiency of the system and avoid confusion and delay 
that would result if this type of box was operated during the 
transmission of another signal. 

The system has been seriously damaged by hi-tension 
lines on two occasions, resulting in considerable cost to the 
department for replacement of equipment. 


There has been the usual amount of replacements and 
transfers. 


The traffic signals at Quissett are now in good working 
order. 


The radio system is functioning in a satisfactory man- 
ner and unquestionably increases the efficiency of the de- 
partment in dispatching and likewise in the extinguishing of 
fire. 


I have rendered assistance, in an electrical capacity to 
the various Town Departments from time to time. 


I have assisted the owners of property having sprinkler 
systems so as to insure proper operation of same whenever 
such assistance was necessary.

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REMARKS BY THE CHIEF 


During the past year considerable activity has taken 
place in the Fire Department greater than any year past, due 
to the Defense emergency and finally the war itself. I will 
endeavor to cover the main points without extended detail. 


Upon the completion of Camp Edwards, located partly 
in the Town of Falmouth, an organized Fire Department was 
created at the Camp for the purpose of protecting the large 
housing facilities. The position of Fire Chief was offered to 
the undersigned. This position carries a salary of $3,500 per 
year. I have often wondered why I didn’t accept it. However, 
a Bourne man did accept. A mutual aid agreement was made 
between the Camp and this department for mutual assist- 
ance on both building and forest fires. This Town has ren- 
dered assistance for fires in the Reservation on five occasions. 


At the beginning of the year the squad of Junior callmen 
were re-organized by Lt. MacWhinnie. This re-organization 
became necessary because of the inability of many callmen 
to answer an alarm of fire during working hours. Many of 
the Call Force were working at the Camp. The work of the 
Juniors has been most valuable and their services are greatly 
appreciated. 


In order to call the Junior Squad a new signal has been 
authorized. This signal is six blasts on the whistle repeated. 
Since war has been declared this signal is now intended to 
call all firemen to duty; either, for fires or for a Special alert 
signal under the Air Raid Warning system. The Town’s peo- 
ple are requested not to confuse this signal with an Air Raid 
Alarm. 
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At the request of the State Guard Officers, the signal 8-8 
which was formerly the military signal for the National 
Guard, has now been authorized for use to call the State 
Guard. 


In April, one of the members of the Board of Fire En- 
gineers, Mr. Edwin J. Donnelly, resigned after a long period 
of service. His absence from the Board meetings is felt by 
the remaining members. On May 22nd, a testimonial dinner 
was given to Engineer Donnelly and he was presented with 
an Honorary District Chief’s Badge, and an easy chair, for his 
use through the many coming years which we hope he will 
enjoy. 


In May, the Chief was authorized to attend the Air Raid 
Precautions school in Boston and was instructed by the Se- 
lectmen to become familiar with any work under Air Raid 
Precautions that might arise in the future in connection with 
the Defense emergency. It was felt that the situation might 
become worse and it would be better that some preparation 
be obtained in order that the Town would be better able to 
do its part. The Chief attended the school; three nights a 
week in Boston for ten weeks. He completed the course and 
graduated therefrom. As events have turned out it has proved 
a wise precaution. Falmouth has become as well prepared 
for the emergency as any Town in the State. 


Rev. Father Kelly, the Chaplain of the Department, in- 
vited the firemen to attend Memorial services. This was held 
June 8th. The graves of all firemen in Falmouth were visited, 
after attending church services, and a brief service held at 
each grave and a floral tribute left in honor of the memory 
of our departed. 


On that same Sunday, about noon, it is my opinion that 
a “hoax” was perpetrated on the Department. A call was sent 
in that a child had fallen from the jetties at Falmouth har- 
bor. The Fire and Police Departments responded. As the 
workers attempted to recover the body, from the spot, indi- 
cated by the soldiers who reported it, additional civilians 
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came to assist in the search. The department is especially 
grateful to Mr. F. W. Wormelle Jr., who kept up the search 
with his boat and equipment all day and into the night. In- 
quiry amongst parents revealed that no children were lost 
and no summer persons reported anyone missing. A conclu- 
sion has been reached that a “hoax” was perpetrated either 
intentionally or otherwise. 


The Department was unfortunate in having to experi- 
ence an accident which damaged the Fire Alarm truck. How- 
ever, the Department is extremely fortunate to be able to re- 
port no serious injury to Captain Mullen or Mr. Fred Crocker. 
Captain Mullen was responding to a fire on Palmer Ave., and 
while endeavoring to avoid a collision the truck capsized 
causing slight injuries to the occupants and some damage to 
the truck. The accident was entirely unavoidable and Cap- 
tain Mullen is commended for using his head and avoiding 
a serious collision. 


On or about August 1st, the Chief was appointed Con- 
troller under the Civilian Defense system. He has charge of 
the Town of Falmouth and the Islands under Charles L. Ayl- 
ing, Regional Director. This is the person who controls the 
system of communications and it is the only official means 
of giving an Air Raid Warning. The official signal for an Air 
Raid Warning is a series of short blasts for two minutes on 
the air whistles or an “up and down” sound on the sirens. 
The “all clear” is a continuous blast for a period of two min- 
utes. Thus, the Chief’s office now becomes a “Warning Cen- 
ter” and additional responsibility has been undertaken. This 
warning center is the only official channel of communication 
through which alert signals and Air Raid alarms may be 
ordered. 


A “report center” for the Town of Falmouth was also es- 
tablished in the Falmouth Station. Mr. Dean Bumpus was 
appointed as Chief Air Raid Warden. Rehearsals for Air Raid 
Precautions throughout the State were called for. Falmouth 
joined with the other Towns in operating the Report Centers. 
The heads of all essential departments, necessary to Civilian 
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Defense, participated in the work and became most efficient. 
All work is voluntary and the services of the workers extreme- 
ly valuable. The fine patriotic effort of all workers deserve 
much commendation. 


Schools for training of Air Raid Wardens, Auxiliary Fire- 
men and Auxiliary Police have been held. As the result of 
information and knowledge, gained at the Boston school the 
Chief was able to be of assistance in spreading the knowledge 
necessary for Air Raid precautions at these schools. Other 
qualified instructors gave of their knowledge, too. 


On Sunday, December 7th, Japan attacked the United 
States. War resulted. Shortly thereafter a conference of all 
Fire Chiefs in the State was held in Boston by the State Fire 
Marshal. I attended and learned that additional night duty 
might be required of all fire departments and their member- 
ships during the duration of the war. We were informed that 
we should be prepared to take on such additional duties, upon 
call, by the Fire Marshal who will act on the authority of the 
Governor. Since this war will be a ‘total war” it is quite prob- 
able that civilian fire departments will have to do their part 
in National Defense. 


As the result of an appropriation, equipment for mount- 
ing in commandeered trucks, was built by the firemen. It is 
intended to use these two “Civilian Defense units” so called, 
for fires resulting from incendiary bombs or possible sabotage 
and as “patrol” units. Each is adequately equipped to per- 
form the function for which they were designed; namely, 
Warden Patrol and Extinguishment of small fires. 


The “Warning Center” and ‘Report Center” were ordered 
to go on twenty-four hour continuous duty by the Governor 
shortly after declaration of war on Japan. This additional 
duty of “maintaining watch” fell on the firemen stationed in 
Headquarters. They are the principal ones who are perform- 
ing this watch duty. Their work in this important job. is 
greatly appreciated and the spirit of willingness to do their 
part for National Defense, in addition to their regular work 
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is worthy of high praise and commendation. The promptness 
and efficiency of giving proper warning of a possible air raid 
or other emergency such as shelling by submarine, rests 
squarely on their shoulders. I feel confident that they are 
well able to carry the burden. 


In commenting upon the fire losses this year, I am able 
to report that the total loss of $19,025.57 is a little more than 
half the loss for last year. Added to this fact, there is a total 
of 110 alarms this year as compared with last year’s total of 
86. This also has a direct bearing upon the amount of money 
paid to call men. It is greater this year and was taken from 
money originally appropriated for the fire alarm. The sta- 
tistics show that there has been over $821,000.00 in property 
value subject to the fire hazard showing the approximate sav- 
ings that the fire department has made for the town this 
year. The ACTUAL LOSS not covered by insurance in the 
town amounts to only $5,037.00. 


During the past year we have tried to obtain a list of 
names from the State Civil Service. We wish to make a regu- 
lar appointment to fill an existing vacancy. At the close of 
the year, no names had been submitted but we learn that 
some will be soon. It is probable that the fire department 
will lose other members now on the rolls. Some are subject 
to the draft. Some are of the feeling that they would or 
should belong in the military forces. Others feel that the 
wages paid in Defense Work are more attractive and higher, 
therefore why not get them? It will be much harder to get 
men to replace our losses than ever before. 


The Chief, for purpose of the record, favors the request 
of the firemen in the matter of increasing their pay. They 
have to meet the additional demands upon us all. They can 
only do by by asking for more pay, same as all workers. They 
know that they are under a handicap. In general, business 
men can raise their prices to meet increased costs, and it is 
quite evident that they are doing so. The laboring man has 
the right to strike and bargain. Most employers are raising 
wages, judging from what we see in the papers. However,

the only time that civil servants can make a request for a 
change in their pay schedule is at the Annual Town Meeting. 
I believe that such a request should be heard and receive 
favorable consideration. 


I wish to commend the members of the Fire Department 
for their continued excellent work and to report that each 
man has performed his duty with a cheerful and willing dis- 
position. The morale of the Department is high and the mem- 
bers both permanent and call are loyal and glad to do all in 
their power to meet and cope with any emergency situation 
that may arise, either in normal times or as a result of this 
war that has been thrust upon us.

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Report of Forest Fire Warden 


The Board of Selectmen 


Falmouth, Mass. 
Gentlemen :— 


Herewith is submitted the annual report of the Forest 
Fire Warden for the year 1941. 


In January, as required by law, the Forest Fire Warden 
was appointed. I received such appointment and immediately 
appointed the following citizens as Deputy Forest Wardens 
for the ensuing year :— 


John E. Overy William H. Denham 
James McInnis William Mullen 
Albert B. Mullen Alton E. Baker 
Ralph W. Landers William LaBonte 


J. Everett Noyes 


Since about all of these men are connected with the Fire 
Dept., I did not deem it necessary to have any special meet- 
ings this year, for instruction, or planning, as relates to forest 
fires only. I included such new work as should develop in 
meeting and drills of the regular Fire Dept. force. It has be- 
come quite evident that most of the work of extinguishing 
Brush fires fall mainly upon the Fire department personnel. 
This is so, for two reasons, 1st, that department maintains 
the equipment, and mans it, and also, it is easier to mobilize 
its membership upon an alarm. 2nd, the members are better 
trained to use the equipment than such volunteers as were 
the custom of past years. 
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There were a total of 83 fires this year for this depart- 
ment to handle. This was 30 more fires than last year. 


The causes for these fires are listed below:— 


Careless burning (permit fires) 23 
Defective Incinerators 14 
Children and Matches 13 
INCENDIARY (these “nuts” are still 
with us) 13 
Careless Smoking (almost as bad) 8 
Railroad Fires (which they pay for) 8 
Cigarettes 3 
Target Practice (notice the WAR 
influence) 1 
Total 83

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In commenting upon the past year, I wish to bring out 
that we had more brush, and forest fires this year, than has 
bean experienced in the past. But it should be noted that 
we also had the smallest amount of damage or loss. This 
means that the use of Patrol and Standbys of the “Junior 
Callmen” is showing very favorable results. I doubt if the 
Towns realize the good work that is being done during our 
brush and forest fire season, by these “Juniors”. This squad 
are your high school boys. They are drilled and trained by 
the permanent men. They work in squads under the direct 
supervision of a permanent man, or Officer, at all fires. And 
most important, they are available to “stand by” with appara- 
tus during a dangerous fire day. They are ready to respond, 
without delay, to any alarm of fire. They also man the 
patrol cars. This results in holding the fires down to a small 
area, in most cases preventing costly fires. 


This year the State Legislature has passed a new law 
which makes the operation of a “fire patrol” mandatory, upon 
notice by the State Fire Warden. This will not affect this 
Town because we have already installed this patrol system 
during “dry times” and intend to continue such work. 


The writer has endeavored to “kill two birds” with one 
stone; by making use of the two units, for which the Town 
appropriated funds, as valuable for forest fire work. These 
so called “Bombing Units”, which are primarily intended to 
be used as mobile “air-raid posts” and to work on incendiary 
bomb fires, are ready for use as patrol, and forest fire fight- 
ing units. It might be added that there will be more use ob- 
tained from these units in that manner, than there will be 
from incendiary bombs. Of course, if the enemy gets closer 
to our shores such conditions may change; but until then, I 
would like to point out, that the money for these units has 
not been used solely for war purposes. 


The use of the Forest Fire Radio system continues to 
grow, and as it develops, becomes more valuable in control- 
ling fires and extinguishing them. At the fires that occurred 
at the Army Reservation, this Spring and Fall; all communi- 
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ties, sending in help, to fight these fires, had radio. It was 
possible to control the large fires much quicker. The reason 
that such fires gained such headway in the first place, was 
because the first fighters were not allowed to “go in” until 
all artillery fire had been stopped. This took much valuable 
time and in one instance the District Forest Warden, Mr. 
Lincoln Estes, was required to wait at the barrier, for over a 
half hour. He had apparatus, and men, with him but was not 
able to enter the target area where the fire had been started 
by exploding shells. 


Th Fire Breaks were plowed and harrowed this year. The 
intervening space between the breaks was burned. In this 
manner, the breaks became a dependable means of prevent- 
ing spread of fire and acting as a point where fire could be 
fought. Even though no fires occurred, this year, in the 
vicinity of these breaks, the money for this work is well spent. 
The area that these breaks protect is one that has a fine 
“stand” of trees and is about the only area that has not been 
burned over in the memory of this writer. It is expected that 
we will continue to maintain these breaks, as we never know 
when they will prove most valuable. 


During the past year this department has responded to 
several fires outside of this town. The longest run was to the 
Town of Marshfield. This fire occurred on a very “dangerous 
fire day” (high wind, high temperature and low humidity). 
It developed from a small grass fire to such an extent that 
it destroyed a hundred or more dwellings. We, also, went to 
Forestdale once, Mashpee twice, and the Army Reservation 
three times. 


With regard to the special article that is in the warrant 
for the annual Town meeting. This request has been made 
so often, and with so much explanation, that the writer will 
not take space to again explain. He feels that the voters 
know the story. Apparently it has become a matter that 
enough interest can not be given to it by them to warrant 
their approval. I have made my recommendation. If. they 
do not see fit to adopt it, there is nothing further that I can 
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do. I often wonder how many years the voters expect a motor 
vehicle can last, especially when it is so old that parts are no 
longer made for that model, and we have to search junk yards 
for them. Eventually it will go just like the ‘old hoss shay”. 


I guess that this is all there is of interest to report and 
will take no further space. If anyone is interested in getting 
more information about this department, I’ll be more than 
glad to give it to them. All they need to do is ask.

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Report of Water Department 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


We respectfully submit the following report showing the 
operations of the Town Water Works for the year 1941. 


The past year has seen an unusual expansion of its plant. 
There have been many minor extensions of mains to provide 
service for new houses and developments. The number of 
new services is slightly less than in 1940 but there has been 
a large increase in the number of renewals of old services. 
Under the heading of new construction we have made a sub- 
stantial increase in the main system. This has been done for 
two reasons; one to improve the fire protection in certain 
localities, and the other to eliminate troublesome dead-ends 
which often result in dirty water or disagreeable tastes. Cer- 
tain improvements which we had contemplated for this year 
were of necessity postponed because of difficulty in securing 
necessary materials. The principal one in this class was a 
new standpipe for the East Falmouth section. 


A section of about four miles of main leading from West 
Falmouth through the Sippewissett Road to Quissett was 
cieaned and lined with cement by the Tate process. The bene- 
fits from this have been marked as evidenced by the fact that 
it was much easier to fill Woods Hole standpipe than in previ- 
ous years. This was of course due to the better flow condi- 
tions resulting from the smooth cement lining. As noted in 
our last year’s report the effect of Camp Edwards on the 
water system has been relatively small. Of the new construc- 
tion, the most important items were a complete line of 6” pipe 
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connecting up Main Street with Clinton Avenue by way of 
Scranton Avenue, and extending our mains on Garnet Avenue 
in North Falmouth to the Town line where an emergency 
connection was made with the Bourne Water District. This 
would be mutually valuable to either Town in case of a large 
fire in that vicinity or in case of a break down of one system 
or the other. 


Another proposed loop will connect the Moors line to the 
Oyster Pond. Pipe was purchased for this but did not arrive 
in time to do the work before cold weather. A loop from Gif- 
ford Street to Lakeview Avenue and through Pine Street in 
North Falmouth have both resulted in greatly improved serv- 
ice. An extension was made from Walker Street to the new 
development known as “Beebe Acres”. This was laid under a 
9% guarantee, the funds being transferred from our “New 
Construction” appropriation.

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ORGANIZATION: 


At the Annual Town Meeting in February Mr. C. Edward 
Hall was re-elected for the three year term ending 1944 and 
the Board reorganized continuing in office Mr. E. E. C. Swift, 
Chairman, C. Edward Hall, Secretary — on May Ist Mr. Hall 
resigned because of the pressure of his private business and 
at a joint meeting of the remaining Commissioners and the 
Board of Selectmen, Mr. Charles F. Holden was appointed to 
serve until the next annual Town Meeting. Mr. Holden was 
chosen by the new board as secretary. The operating staff 
has continued as before with John C. Moore, Superintendent; 
George A. Griffin, Engineer and Registrar; Mrs. Maurice S. 
Dodge, Bookkeeper and Clerk, succeeding Mrs. C. Peter Rus- 
sell who resigned because of removal from Falmouth; Miss 
Lois Robinson, office assistant. Mrs. Henrik Henriksen, work- 
ing under the supervision of Mrs. Eunice M. Lawrence, Town 
Treasurer, divides her time between the work of the Town 
Treasurer’s office and that of this department for which she 
acts as Collector of Water Revenue. 


LONG POND WATERSHED: 


In order properly to protect Long Pond as a source 
of Water Supply, additional land was purchased around the 
pond to the extent of 79.43 acres; this all being acquired at 
a cost of $50.00 per acre. In addition to land just north of 
the Pumping Station owned by Mrs. Eliza B. Chute and E. 
Kent Swift will soon pass permanently under the control 
of the Water Commissioners as a result of the vote of the 
Town to accept the owner’s offer to permit the Town to have 
such control, although the title will remain with the present 
owner. The Town of Falmouth now owns 447 acres of land 
bordering Long Pond. Good Will Park, containing 89 acres, 
which is owned by the Trustees of Public Reservations but 
maintained subject to the wishes of the Town, also 73 acres 
on the shore of the pond, owned by the same Trustees are 
held in trust for the Town. There remains but one parcel of 
privately owned land to completely enclose the pond. This is 
the land of Sidney W. Lawrence which we have several times 
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requested the Town to acquire either by purchase or taking. 
The voters have to date, however, decided against such ac- 
quisition. The acquisition of this parcel has been recommend- 
ed by the State Department of Public Health several times 
and more urgently since war conditions make it doubly im- 
portant to protect the purity of the Town’s supply. 


MAINTENANCE: 


Total water pumped in 1941 was 335,028,000 gallons, a de- 
crease of 15,575,000 gallons from 1940. This decrease occurred 
mostly in the winter months and was distributed throughout 
that period. It is difficult to point to any one cause for the 
decrease. During the year all hydrants were inspected and 
operated at least once to see that they were in proper working 
order. During the summer months they were all painted and 
repaired. Four were broken off by motorists during the year. 


All main gates were inspected and operated. There were 
no major main line failures—the few leaks that developed 
were repaired in most cases without shutting down the line. 
All standpipes were taken off during the spring months and 
thoroughly cleaned. The three upper plates of the Woods 
Hole standpipe were chipped and painted, also the entire in- 
ner surface of the steel standpipe at West Falmouth was 
scraped and painted. 


The tank at Woods Hole seems to suffer most from the 
effects of the salt air and the scraping of ice which forms at 
the water surface. We believe this tank is well protected now 
for several years. 


PIPE LINING AND CLEANING: 


As previously noted a considerable section of main pipe 
was cleaned and lined with cement by the so-called “Tate” 
process which had been used in previous years. This lining 
has proved its value by eliminating the formation of tubercles 
on the interior of the pipe. These tubercles are the principal 
cause of rusty water and they also reduce the effective size 
of the pipe and thus make it harder to force the water 
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through. In plain language this means that to pump a cer- 
tain quantity of water in a given time, it takes more steam 
and coal. There is thus a dollars and cents saving by lining 
the pipes, in addition to getting rid of the rusty water condi- 
tions. In order to use the “Tate” lining process it is necessary 
to blank off sections of the main and to disconnect all 
service pipes, hydrants, and other connections for the time 
being. This can readily be done on lines which run through 
sparsely settled districts as was the case on the Sippewissett 
Road. In built-up sections it causes much more inconvenience 
by depriving takers of water and putting fire hydrants out of 
commission temporarily. For keeping those lines clear it 
seems probable that it is better to continue the method of 
running the cleaning machine through every two or three 
years to scrape off the accumulated growth. 


WATER TREATMENT: 


The addition of a small quantity of milk of lime to the 
water as it comes from Long Pond has been continued and 
has proven helpful in keeping down the discoloration caused 
by rust formations. The lime treatment was discontinued 
temporarily for a few days with the result that rusty dis- 
colored water began to appear and cause complaints. 


On the advice of the State Department of Health and 
Messrs. Metcalf & Eddy, who are experts in water treatment, 
we installed apparatus for the so-called “Chloramine” water 
treatment. The principal purpose of the chlorine is to dis- 
infect or sterilize the water to overcome possible contamin- 
ation—either intentional or accidental. A very small quan- 
tity of chlorine gas is injected into the suction pipe of the 
system. The amount is about 0.4 parts per million. This. can 
very quickly be stepped up to a dosage sufficient to destroy 
disease-producing bacteria. With the chlorine is mixed min- 
ute quantities of ammonia which serves two purposes. One is 
to act on the organic substances in the pond water which 
cause tubercles to form in the iron pipe and thus prevent 
their formation. The other purpose is to control the chlorine 
application by delaying the action of the latter resulting in a 
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more uniform distribution of chlorine. It thus acts as a brake 
so that the chlorine will not produce objectionable odors and 
tastes if more was applied than could be quickly taken up by 
the organisms in the raw water. 


In view of war conditions the Surgeon General of the 
United States advocates an increase in the quantity of chlor- 
ine added. This is under consideration at present but will 
be carried out only to such an extent as the safety of the pub- 
lic seems to demand. 


In carrying out our part of the defense program we have 
organized and drilled our repair crew in methods of quick re- 
pair to possible destroyed mains and have provided equip- 
ment for emergencies. 


Realizing the importance of the public water supply in 
times of calamity the department has entered into the Civil- 
ian Defense organization and a representative is present at 
the Warning Center whenever the Town is placed on the 
“Alert”. He is in communication with our yard and shop, and 
repair crews, fully equipped, stand by for immediate service. 


Our pumping station is guarded against possible sabotage 
and watch is kept on the source of supply and the roads lead- 
ing to it. 


Studies have been made of auxiliary supplies to replace 
our main pumping station in the event of its being put out 
of commission. 


FINANCES: 


There was an increase in our total income this year. This 
was due to additional services installed and to the larger 
number of takers having renewals of service pipes made to 
their cellars. There is practically no profit to the department 
for this work—the charge being only just enough to cover the 
cost. It does, however, show up in the revenue column as 
service connections but this revenue is offset by the purchase 
of pipe and fittings shown as expense. 
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Although the expenditures for 1941 were larger than for 
the previous year, the additional cost was met from “Water 
Surplus” part of which included a loan to the Town’s Gen- 
eral account of $10,000 made in 1935. The largest single item 
of added expense was $5,575.00 for the purchase of land on 
Long Pond. The looping of dead-ends accounts for the re- 
mainder—the largest single item under this head being for 
the completion of the Scranton Avenue Loop which has 
greatly improved the quality of service to the Scranton 
Avenue and Clinton Avenue section both for household con- 
sumption and fire protection. 


The item shown in Income Account as Maintenance in- 
cludes general maintenance and renewals of pipe and fittings 
that had become unserviceable. The item shown as Extra- 
ordinary Expense represents pipe cleaning which restores the 
mains to their full capacity for a few years. This is listed as 
expense rather than plant addition because it occurs period- 
ically. 


Under plant additions there is included all pipes and ap- 
purtenances considered as permanent additions. Pipe lining 
is included because it permanently restores the mains to prac- 
tically their full capacity. The chlorinator is an addition 
which normally has as long a life as other appurtenances. 


The “balance of income” represents the amount of in- 
come over and above the necessary operating costs. Of this 
balance the plant additions are considered as investment. 
Other additions to the plant were the Walker Street extension 
and the land purchase on Long Pond, which are shown else- 
where in the Balance Sheet. 


There has been a change by the Legislature in the Water 
Lien Law effective September 15, 1941 so that the procedure 
has been simplified. The only liens now committed to the Tax 
Collectors are those which are outstanding at the time of the 
annual general tax levy. Water liens are then added to prop- 
erty taxes. Other water liens are handled directly by the 
Water Department. We again repeat our comment in last 
year’s annual report that we regret the necessity of filing 
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statements of overdue charges as the amounts are relatively 
small and the incidental legal costs are high in proportion to 
the original charge. There are a number of customers whose 
accounts have to be liened almost every period, and we have 
tried to impress upon them the unnecessary costs they must 
pay. These add to the water charges as much as $6.00 a year 
for a $14.00 bill if liened each quarter. 


A considerable part of the cost of supplying water is ac- 
counted for by the various municipal departments. A very 
large amount is used at Community Center and here as else- 
where there is no incentive to cut down excessive use and 
waste. It appears that the limited capacity of the cesspools 
to care for the water is the only controlling factor. We again 
recommend that all users, Town or private, be charged for 
the water used. Those responsible for the operation of these 
departments will then naturally want to keep down the ex- 
pense. 


In view cf the difficulty of procuring materials because 
of the war demands, it seems very doubtful if any extensions 
of the mains or major improvements in the water plant. will 
be made this year. If some now unforeseen turn of events 
shculd bring the war to a sudden close, we would then pro- 
ceed with our program. Provision for this is made in our 
budget. 


Following the financial statements is the report of the 
Chief Engineer of the Pumping Station, a table of water 
pumped, a comparative financial table, graphical charts and 
@ summary of statistics.

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ENGINEER’S REPORT 


January 10, 1942. 


To the Board of Water Commissioners, 


Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my report for the year 1941. For the 
first time since 1935 a decrease in the amount of water 
pumped the past year will be noted. This is due no doubt to 
the longest dry spell of the summer coming in September, 
when most of the people had left. 

Long Pond is at a very low level for this time of year, be- 
ing about 9 inches lower than a year ago. 


Engine Room 
The Worthington steam pump has been in operation 
every day during the past year. All discharge valves and 
springs have been renewed along with the regular overhaul- 
ing done through the winter months. The longest continuous 
run made, was from June 27th to July 7th. An average of 
377.9 gallons per pound of coal was obtained from this pump. 
The Sterling gas engines are run frequently to keep the 
batteries charged, and to insure them to be ready if needed. 


Boiler Room 
The boiler and appliances are in good condition and only 
minor repairs have been necessary the past year. 


Living Rooms 
The repairs to this part of plant include repainting of 
kitchen and replacing sink. Following are the records of 
water pumped in 1941.

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Standing Votes of the Town of Falmouth 


The following have been adopted as standing votes of the 
Town of Falmouth. 


ARTICLE I. -Town Meetings. 


Section 1. Long or complicated motions, and any 
other motions which he shall so request, shall be presented to 
the moderator in writing. 

Section 2. No vote involving the expenditure of 
any sum of money shall be reconsidered at the same meet- 
ing at which it is passed, unless public notice of the intention 
to move such reconsideration be given within thirty minutes 
of the passage of such vote. The town clerk shall note in 
writing the passage of such vote and also the time when the 
notice of reconsideration is given. 


ARTICLE II. Annual Town Report. 


Section 1. The annual town report shall contain: 


(a) The reports of all town boards, officers and commit- 
tees having the control or expenditure of the town’s money, 
including a list of all indebtedness against their departments, 
which does not appear in their financial statement. 


(b) A report of all town meetings held during the year, 
including the articles of the warrant and the action of the 
meeting thereon. 


(c) Reports or abstracts of reports, of all special com- 
mittees made at any meetings held during the year, together 
with any action taken at said meetings, including committee 
appointments and resolutions passed. 
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(d) All by-laws, rules, regulations and standing votes in 
force covering town meetings or relating to the town busi- 
ness. 


ARTICLE III. Selectmen. 


Section 1. The selectmen shall have a general over- 
sight of all town affairs, whether conducted by special 
boards or not; and have the right to make any suggestions 
for the better conduct of the department, board or commit- 
tee, and if such recommendations are not heeded, they shall 
make a record of the same in the annual town report, that 
the town may take such action as seems best. 


Section 2. The Selectmen shall appoint suitable persons 
to the offices of surveyors of wood, surveyors of lumber, fire 
wards, public weighers, fence viewers and field drivers. 


Section 3. It shall be the duty of the selectmen 
to purchase for the several boards or committees, except 
water commissioners, all coal. The various boards and com- 
mittees shall, on or before July 1 in each year (or earlier if re- 
quired by the selectmen) send in writing to the board of 
selectmen the estimated amount of coal required for the use 
of their respective departments or committees for one year. 
The selectmen shall, prior to the 15th of July in each year, 
advertise for bids to furnish the required amount of coal, and 
shall award the contracts to the lowest responsible bidder. The 
contractor for coal shall give bonds in an amount satisfactory 
to the selectmen (said bonds to be not less than one quarter 
of the total contract) for the faithful performance of his con- 
tract. 


Section 4. The selectmen shall include in their annual 
report to the town: 


(a) A general statement of the town’s affairs during the 
past year and recommendations of the selectmen for future re- 
quirements. 
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(b) A report of all claims which are outstanding and all 
suits to which the town is a party, together with a full ex- 
planation of the circumstances and the standing of each case 
at the time of the report. 


(c) Areport of all streets laid out or constructed during the 
year, the length and width, cost of construction and amcunt 
of land damages in each instance. 


(d) A list of betterments assessed during the year. 


ARTICLE IV. Water Commissioners. 


Section 1. The water commissioners are authorized 
and directed to make minor extensions of water mains when, 
in their judgment, such action would be for the interest of 
the town, the cost of such extensions to be paid from the 
funds in their hands, provided that not more than four thous- 
and dollars ($4,000) be expended on such extension in any one 
year. 


ARTICLE V. Highway Surveyor. 


Section 1. The highway surveyor shall have authority to 
award contracts for building new roads. 


ARTICLE VI. Transportation. 


Section 1. No elected officer of the town of Falmouth 
shall receive any compensation for transportation within the 
limits of the town. 


Section 2. When any officer or member of any board, paid 
or unpaid, is called upon to go to any point outside the town 
of Falmouth on official business connected with the duties of 
his office, he shall be entitled to receive pay on the following 
basis: If he travels by rail or by water, he shall be allowed the 
amount of his fare; if he travels by motor vehicle, he shall be 
allowed at the rate of five (5) cents per mile of travel. 
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Section 3. Where it is necessary to transport by automo- 
bile or truck any laborers employed by any department of the 
Town, (a) the expense incurred shall be charged in as “trans- 
portation of labor’; (b) all charges for transportation of labor 
shall be made on the basis of so much per hour or per day for 
the actual time consumed by the conveyance in transporting 
the labor; (c) all expenses for transportation of labor shall 
be charged against the appropriation for that particular work 
on which the transported laborers are employed. 


Section 4. Any automobile or truck employed by the town 
and carrying one or more laborers whose work is connected 
directly with the operation of the truck, or any apparatus or 
materials carried by the truck, shall be charged under “truck- 
ing” at so much per hour or day, and shall not be entitled to 
any additional charges for transportation of labor. 


ARTICLE VII. General 


Section 1. At any town meeting when special com- 
mittees are appointed or elected a vote shall be passed 
naming the compensation of the committee and also a sum of 
money for expenses of such committee, otherwise the select- 
men shall not draw orders on the treasurer for either services 
or expenses. 

Section 2. All departments are authorized and empowered 
to consult counsel at any time in connection with their duties. 


Section 3. Funds belonging to the town in the hands of 
the tax collector shall only be withdrawn from the bank on 
orders countersigned by at least two of the selectmen. 


Section 4. Any persons indebted to the town for poll 
taxes or otherwise shall have such debt deducted before 
payment by the treasurer from any sum due him from the town 
for work on roads or for any other service performed. 

Section 5. On all town work, for the performance of 
which competitive bids are received, the award of the con- 
tract shall be to the lowest responsible bidder; preference 
always going to citizens, when other conditions of the situation 
are equal.

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By-Laws of the Town of Falmouth 


The following constitute the by-laws of the Town of 
Falmouth, duly approved, (except the Zoning By-Law which 
is printed in a separate booklet). 


FINANCE COMMITTEE 


Section 1. There shall be a finance committee, consisting 
of fifteen voters of the town, of whom five shall be elected for 
the term of one year, five for the term of two years, and five 
for the term of three years, and thereafter five be elected an- 
nually. They shall serve without compensation. The moder- 
ator shall at each meeting appoint a committee of three to re- 
tire and nominate the requisite number of voters, who shall 
if elected by the meeting, become members of the finance 
committee. 

Sect. 2. The finance committee shall choose one of their 
number as chairman, and likewise choose a clerk. Said com- 
mittee may consider such questions with reference to the 
conduct of the town affairs as they may deem advisable, and 
may consult with any and all officers, boards, and committees 
of the town with reference to matters under their supervi- 
sion; they shall consider the various articles in the warrant 
for any annual or special meeting, called during their tenure 
of office, and shall make a report of their doings and recom- 
mendations to the town. 

Sect. 3. The finance committee may hold hearings if in 
their judgment it be expedient, but shall expend no money 
unless authorized by vote of the town. 

Sect. 4. Vacancies in said committee shall be filled in the 
same manner as in case of other committees or boards of the 
town. 
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(Originally approved by the Attorney General April 8, 
1911.) (Approved as amended by the Attorney General March 
10, 1916). 


TRAFFIC BY-LAWS. 


Sect. 2. No person having charge of a vehicle in a pub- 
lic street shall refuse or neglect to stop the same or place the 
same as directed by a police officer, special officer, or traffic 
officer. 

Sect. 3. That for the violation of the foregoing regula- 
tions there shall be a fine not exceeding $20.00 for each of- 
fense. 

(Approved by the Attorney General April 9, 1925). 

Sect. 4. No vehicle shall stop or stand within the intersec- 
tion of any street, nor within ten feet of a street corner or post 
hydrant or within twenty feet of the entrance of any fire sta- 
tion. 

Sect. 5. Upon approach of fire apparatus, the driver of a 
vehicle of any description shall immediately drive his vehicle 
as far as possible to his right hand side of the street and keep 
said vehicle stationary until such apparatus shall have passed 
a. distance of three hundred feet beyond. 

Sect. 6. No vehicle shall approach closer than three hun- 
dred feet of a piece of fire apparatus if traveling in the same 
direction. 

Sect. 7. No driver of any vehicle shall drive, park or leave 
a vehicle unattended within three hundred feet of a fire; or 
fire lines, if established by the fire or police departments. 

Sect. 8.. In case of fire, the fire department, their officers 
and members with their machines and equipment shall have 
the right of way in all public streets and ways of the town as 
against all other persons, and no person shall hinder or ob- 
struct them in free passage therein, nor drive over any hose 
lines belonging to the department with any vehicle of any de- 
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scription, or remove, injure or in any manner disturb the 
members thereof, their machines, hose or equipment when 
stationed or laid at a fire, except under the sole direction of 
the officer in command of the Fire Department. 


Sect. 9. Any person violating any of the provisions of 
these by-laws or regulations shall be punished by a fine of 
not more than twenty dollars. 

Sect. 10. It shall be the duty of the Chief of Police to be 
present at all fires, or in his absence some officer or officers 
of the Police Department, for such duty to enforce the above 
regulations. 


(Approved by the Attorney General Sept. 17, 1928). 
PLANNING BOARD BY-LAWS AND REGULATIONS. 


Sect. 1. A board of twelve members is hereby created and 
established to be known as the Planning Board. Four members 
of the board shall be elected at the annual town meeting in 
each year to serve for the term of three years. 


Sect. 2. Vacancies occurring in the board shall be filled 
until the next annual meeting by appointment by the board of 
selectmen, and at the annual meeting the vacancy shall be 
filled by election for the unexpired term. 

Sect. 3. The duties of such board shall be such as are 
stated in Chapter forty-one, Sections seventy to seventy-two, 
of the General Laws of the Commonwealth, and further to 
consider and advise upon municipal improvements either at 
the request of other officials of the town or upon its own ini- 
tiative. The board shall meet at regular intervals. It may 
also hold public meetings. It shall at all times have access 
to all public documents or information in the possession of 
any town official or department. It shall examine the plans 
for the exterior of any public building, monument or similar 
feature, and for the development and treatment of the grounds 
about the same before the adoption thereof, and may make 
such recommendations thereon as it may deem needful. It may 
make investigations and studies relative to new street and 
park developments. It may provide for public lectures and 
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other educational work in connection with its recommenda- 
tions. Said board may incur expenses necessary to the carry- 
ing on of its work within the amount of its annual appropri- 
ations. 

Sect. 4. All plans for laying out, extending, discontinu- 
ing or changing the limits of any street, public park or square, 
and every purchase of land for the site of any public building, 
and all plans for the location, erection or alteration of public 
buildings, shall be submitted to said board for its opinion 
at least two weeks in advance of action by the board of select- 
men. 

Sect. 5. Such boards shall make a report to the town an- 
nually, giving information regarding the conditions of the 
town and any plans or proposals for the development of the 
town and estimates of the cost thereof. Such report shall be 
sent to the selectmen not later than such time in January in 
each year as selectmen may prescribe or as may be prescribed 
by law in force relative to reports, and a copy thereof shall be 
filed with the Massachusetts department of public welfare. 

(Approved by Attorney General, April 9th, 1925). 


BY-LAW AS TO GUARANTEE OF WATER MAIN EXTENSIONS 


All future extensions of the water mains, except such as 
in the opinion of the Water Commissioners are necessary to 
improve the system shall be under a guarantee of not less than 
nine percent annual income unless the town shall decide oth- 
erwise by a two-thirds vote at an annual meeting. 


(Approved by Attorney General, April 9th, 1925). 
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FIRE PREVENTION BY-LAWS IN BUILDINGS. 


Section 1. Chimneys. 

Par. 1. All chimneys hereafter built in any building, used 
for habitation, business, or for public assembly, shall be built 
of brick or other incombustible material, constructed from the 
ground up and not supported or hung in any way by wood or 
other combustible material. 

Par. 2. All chimneys shall have a terra-cotta flue lining, 
unless the chimney walls are 8 inches or more in thickness 
and shall be carried up to at least 1 ft. above the highest point 
of the roof. 

Par. 3. No smoke pipe or metal flue shall pass through 
any wooden partition without a safety thimble of fire-proof 
material, the thickness of the partition. 

Section 2. Fire Stops. 

Par. 1. All buildings used for habitation, business or for 
public assembly hereafter erected, shall have fire stops in the 
material composed of some incombustible material, set with 
mortar in the following manner: 

(a) IN BRICK OR STONE BUILDINGS: the space between 
the furring on the walls and between the studding of all par- 
titions shall be filled solid and flush to a height of 1 inch above 
the floor partition in each story. The space between such 
partitions of all floor joists as rest on partition heads shall 
also be filled to the same width as the studding above. 

(b) IN WOODEN BUILDINGS: the spaces between the 
studs of bearing partitions in the 1st story, between the studs 
of each exterior wall in the 1st story as carry the end of floor 
joists, shall severally be stopped by solid filling up to at least 
the level of the finished floor; also all the spaces between the 
floor joists directly above a bearing partition in whatever story 
constructed, shall be severally filled with such solid filling, in 
all cases, so as to effectively check any draft from one story, 
to another or from the horizontal spaces between the floor 
joists to the vertical spaces in the walls and partitions. 

(c) IN ALL BUILDINGS: the spaces between the strings 
of stairs and joists of landings, unless unceiled, shall be fire 
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stopped to prevent the passage of air. 

(d) THE SPACES AROUND CHIMNEYS OR OTHER 
FLUES: and other flues inside of studdings or furring, making 
an air duct, are to be thoroughly fire stopped with suitable 
incombustible material. 

Par. 2. This shall not apply to temporary buildings or 
other small buildings, not used for habitation, or which may 
be maintained during the course of the erection of a perman- 
ent structure. 

Section 6. Notification of Intent to Build, etc. 

Par. 1. Before the erection of any structure; or for any 
alteration or reconstruction, except ordinary repairs; the own- 
er or builder shall notify the Building Inspector of the intent 
to build, reconstruct or alter. 

Par. 2. This shall not apply to small wooden buildings 
not to be used for the purpose of habitation, business or pub- 
lic assembly and not more than 10 ft. in length or breadth and 
7 ft. in height. 

Section 7. Penalty. 

Par. 1. Whoever performs or causes to be performed any 
work or construction in violation of this By-Law or any part 
thereof shall be punished by a fine of not more than $25 for 
each violation. 

Section 8. Authority of the Building Inspector. 

Par. 1. The Building Inspector, in the name of the town, 
may take such measures as the public safety requires, to carry 
this By-Law into effect. 

(Approved by the Attorney General on September 17, 
1928). 


BY-LAWS AS TO TOWN MEETINGS AND CONDUCT OF 
TOWN MEETINGS. 


BY-LAW AS TO NOTICES CF TOWN MEETINGS 


Notice of every Town Meeting shall be given by posting 
a copy of the warrant therefor in every postoffice in the 
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Town, at least seven days before the time appointed for such 
meeting. Such further notice of any Town Meeting may be 
given as the Selectmen deed proper. 

(Approved by the Attorney General, November 3, 1939.) 


ARTICLE 1. Town Meetings. 

Sect 1. The annual town meeting shall be held on the 
first or second Tuesday after the first Wednesday in February. 

Sect. 2. The selectmen shall cause to be pub- 
lished in the local newspaper at least seven days before any 
special town meetings the recommendations and estimates of 
all committees (except the finance committee) relating to the 
expenditure of money, upon which action is to be taken. 

Sect. 3. The articles shall be considered in the order in 
which they appear in the warrant. Articles calling for appro- 
priations shall be grouped together in the warrant and those 
articles referred from previous town meetings shall take an 
early place in the warrant. 

Section 4. 

(a) The main body of the house shall be reserved for reg- 
istered voters, all others to use the gallery or seats on the plat- 
form. 

(b) If any one voter rises in his place and questions a “yea 
and nay” vote, without further discussion a hand vote shall 
be taken. 

(c) All articles shall be considered in the order in which. 
they appear in the warrant. 

(Approved by the Attorney General April 17, 1925.) 


BY-LAWS AS TO JUNK COLLECTORS AND DEALERS. 


Sect. 1. Every dealer in and keeper of a shop for the pur- 
chase, sale or barter of junk, old metals or second-hand arti- 
cles in this town shall be licensed. 

Sect. 2. Every collector of junk, old metals and second- 
hand articles in this town shall be licensed. 

(Approved by the Attorney General, May 13, 1919). 
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REGULATIONS GOVERNING HAWKERS AND PEDLERS OF 
MEATS, BUTTER, CHEESE, FISH, AND FRESH 
FRUIT OR VEGETABLES 


Section 1. No person, unless duly licensed by the Director 
of Standards of the Commonwealth, shall go from place to 
place in this town selling or bartering, or carrying or expos- 
ing for sale or barter, any meats, butter, cheese, fish, or fresh 
fruit or vegetables, in or from any cart, wagon or other vehi- 
cle, or in any other manner, without a license therefor from 
the Board of Selectmen provided, however, that this section 
shall not apply to any person who sells only fruits or vege- 
tables obtained by his own labor or the labor of his family. 

Sect. 2. The Board of Selectmen shall have authority to 
grant such license to any person of good repute for morals 
and integrity who is, or has declared his intention to become, 
a citizen of the United States. Said licenses, unless sooner 
revoked by the Board of Selectmen, shall expire on the thir- 
tieth day of April after the granting thereof, and each person 
so licensed shall pay therefor a fee of $5.00. 

Sect. 3. Every hawker and pedler licensed by the Board 
of Selectmen shall be assigned a number and shall be provided 
by the Town Clerk with a badge which shall be conspicuously 
worn by him. No person shall be assigned a badge or number 
until he presents a certificate from the Sealer of Weights and 
Measures stating that all weighing measuring devices in- 
tended to be used by such person have been duly inspected 
and sealed as required by law. Whoever neglects to wear such 
badge, or wears it without authority, shall be punished by the 
penalty provided in section 6 of these regulations. 

Sect. 4. No person hawking, peddling or carrying or ex- 
posing any articles for sale shall cry his wares to the disturb- 
ance of the peace and comfort of the inhabitants of the town, 
cr otherwise than in vehicles and receptacles which are neat 
and clean and do not leak. 

Sect. 5. Any license granted under these regulations or 
any regulation amendatory or additional thereto may be re- 
voked by the Selectmen. 
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Section 6. Whoever violates any provision of these regu- 
lations shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dol- 
lars for each offense. 


Sect. 7. Every vehicle or other receptacle used by a li- 
censee as a conveyance for articles offered or exposed for sale 
by him shall have attached thereto on each side a number 
plate, to be furnished by the town with his license, bearing 
the number and date of expiration of such license. 


Sect. 8. No person shall be registered or assigned a badge 
or number plate under the provision of sections three and 
five of these by-laws until he presents a certificate from the 
Sealer of Weights and Measures stating that all weighing and 
measuring devices intended to be used by such person have 
been duly inspected and sealed as required by law. The use 
of or possession by such person with intent to use, any false 
or unsealed weighing or measuring devices, shall be sufficient 
cause for the revocation of his license, or the cancellation of 
his registration. 


Sect. 9. Nothing in these by-laws shall be construed as 
conflicting with any license issued under the authority of the 
Commonwealth. 


Sect. 10. Any license granted under these by-laws or any 
by-law amendatory or additional thereto, may be revoked by 
the (Board granting the same.) 


Sect. 11. Whoever violates any provision of these by-laws 
shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars for 
each offence. 


Sect. 12. All by-laws or parts of by-laws inconsistent 
herewith are hereby repealed.

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BY-LAW AS TO TOWN CONTRACTS 


On all contracts for labor, materials, supplies, equipment, 
merchandise or other articles wherein the amount involved is 
$500 or more, the Board, Department, Committee or Officials 
of the Town in charge of the expenditure of such money shall 
be required to submit the awarding of the same to public bid 
and no expenditure shall be permitted of $500 or in excess 
thereof unless the same shall have been awarded upon public 
bid. 


(Approved by the Attorney General March 31, 1931.) 


BY-LAW ESTABLISHING HOURS OF DUTY FOR FIREMEN 


1. Each regularly employed fireman shall be entitled, 
without loss of pay, to twenty-four hours’ leave from duty 
during each seventy-two (72) consecutive hours. 


2. The arrangement and designation of twenty-four 
hours’ leave from duty as aforesaid shall be on the par- 
ticular or specific hours designated by the Board of Fire En- 
gineers arranged so that the efficiency of the Fire Depart- 
ment shall not be lessened thereby. 


3. Notwithstanding the foregoing provision as to twenty- 
four hours’ leave from duty out of every seventy-two (72) 
the regularly employed firemen of the town shall be subject 
to immediate recall to duty at any time on emergency signal 
of the Chief or Acting Chief of the Fire Department. 


(Approved by the Attorney General on Feb. 21, 1934)
